NOTE. 

The only explanation wlilch is conceived necessary to render the schemo of the following 
Calendar fully understood, Is that the Christian months Indicated at the top of each page, di- 
vide the Native months ns they appear represented in the 'space below allotted to their names. 
January, for example, partakes of the Hindoo months Marroo, Poush and Mogh, Guzeratt, 
Duxun and Conenn, Margashireh, and Poush ; and Malabar, Dhannh and Magaram ; the Farseo 
months Shaenshoyee, Tccr and Amoordad ; Kudmee, Amoordad and Sharaver ; and the date 
ofNowi'oz 127 tol57^ and the Mahomedan months Suffer and Rubec-ul-avul. 

From the columns is to be collected, that the Istof January corresponds with the 14th of Poush 
Vud, Marroo; the 14th of Margashirsh Vud, Guzeratt, Duxun and Concan ; 19th of Dhanuh, 
Malabar ; the 7th of Tcer, Shaenshoyee ; the 7tli of Amoordad, Kudmee ; the 127th day of Now- 
roz or Kudmee ; and the 16th of Suffer, Mahomedan : and so throughout the year. 

We have also endeavoured to discriminate the Feasts and Festivals of each nation by different 
sorts of type ; the Hindoos for example, wo have distinguished by Roman small letters, os M igh 
Shood: the name of the Malabar month by Roman capitals, as MAGARAM, the Parsecs by 
small capitals, as Amookdad ; the Mahomedan, by Italic sraall^tters, as Mohumim. 

HINDOOS.— It may here be observed, that the Hindoo lunar months invariably consist of 30 
Tithees, or lunar days ; and the whole month is divided into two equal parts, or 15 Tilhees each : 
the one called ShooWa Puksh, or Shood— the bright half or increase of tlicMoon ; the other the 
Kristna Puksb, or Vud, the dark half or decrease of the Moon. The lunar month begins on the 
western side of India, and south of the Nurbudda river, with the first day of the Shookla Puksh, 
(Shood Prutlpuda) or bright half of the Moon— at Benares, Oojein, and the countries north of 
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the Nurbuddft, the lunar month begins with the first day of the Krlstna Fnksh, (Vud Pmtlpuda) 
or dark half of the Moon. The first Is designated the Shookladee mode of reckoning : and the 
latter, tlio Krlshnadeo, The lunar year begins with the first day of the Shookla Puksh, or 
bright half of the Moon in Chytr, both north and south of the Nurbudda.in every country In 
India ; but as the dark half of the Moon precedes the other, or Sliookla Puksh at Benares, the 
half lunar month of Chytr is taken from the lost lunar month of the year preceding, and con- 
sidered to belong to it. 

It has been already stated that the lunar month invariably consists of 30 Tithees or lunar days, 
but it has been customary with all eastern nations, in order to regulate their fasts and festivals, 
to drop certain lunar days, and to reckon others twice, to make up the deficiency : the first of 
these are termed by the Hindoos, Kshuvu Tithees (perishable days,) and the days repeated 
twice arc called Vi idh Tithees (additional days). The rule of tltbsc Is exceedingly simple. Those 
lunar days on which the snn does not rise, (Sooryoduyu nnhecn) are struck out ; those in 
which It rises twice are Vridh, or additional: and it is obvious that such circumstances will 
occur about six times in the course of Uie lunar year, 

PARSEES.— Thefo aic at present two branches of the Parsecs, who differ one month in the 
year from each other; those that forward one month in their year arc styled Kudinecs, and the 
rest Shacnshoyccs. The present scheme embraces the Parsee jEra of Yezdezerd, commonly 
styled Kudmeo or Durecayce Nowroz, or sea-reckoning, the same being made use of In all 
nautical calculations among the Asiatic Mariners, the new year of which alwaj s commences on 
the 1st day of Furverdecn. The Kudmees reckon the new year and the Durcayco Nowroz to 
fall on the ‘28tli of August, one month earlier than the commencement of the Shaenshoyce's 
new year. It also embraces the Parsec /Era of Yezdezerd, commonly called Shacnslioyce, the 
new year of which generally begins on the lust day of Furverdeen. Tlic Sbacnslioyees com- 
pute the new year to commence from the 27th of September, a month (later than the com- 
mencement of the Kudmcc’s new year. 

MAHOMEDANS.— The first day of Mohnrnim, or the commencement of the year is ordinarily 
reckoned from the first appearance of the Moon, after the conjunction observed from an emi- 
nence of any sort, or even in cloudy weather from the time at which, but for these obstacles, it 
would be visible : and this can scarcely happen earlier than twenty-four or later tlian forty- 
eight hours after the conjunction. — After this manner each several month is reckoned, and the 
lapse of twelve such months constitutes the M^homedan year.

HINDOO. 

Muckttr Sunkrant. — On tliia day the snn enters the si^^n “ Muchur" or Capri- 
corn. — Vide 12th Jarmarj\ The Hindu Festivals are so mimerous, and the obsj»r- 
vanees of them are so intricate, that they often bewilder a mind wl)on he sits down 
to describe them. And it is (jqually ditHeult to point out wliich of the festiv.als is 
the j^reatest. The writers of the Hindu lej^ends have set such enormous merit on 
the observances of each of lliem, as to surpass all human comprehension; and they 
have ever unhesitatingly said that those observances themselves will obtaiii heaven. 
Great rejoicings are held among the Hindus, but particularly among the Brahmins, 
on account of the feast of Mwhnr SunkranU when the sun reaches the most southern 
sign of the Zodiac Mucker or Capncornus. Jh-om this day till the time of his leav- 
ing the most nortlieni and returning towards the southern signs of the Zodiac, he 
is called Utaraynn; and his passage to the most son^^hern sign is cane#Z)MA.vAuwflyM«. 
The vernal and Autumnal equinoxes divide the Utarayan and Dmshanm/an into 
two equal parts. The days of Utarayan are esteemed liieky, and those of the Duk- 
sfiatmyan unlucky. During the days of Dukshanayan it is said that the gates of 
heaven arc shut, and in the Utarayan they are oj>en. For men to die in the IJtar^ 
ayan is ..aisidored more blessed, — because th(‘y get immediate entrance into heaven ; 
but if the righteous die in the 7>MAs/iontfyan, they shall have to nit outside of tlie gates 
till the Utarayan sets in. In the days of f7ifarrt^aa,Moonj, the ceremony of investing 
the youths with the sacred cord, and marriages, are celebrated. The ceremonies 
that are solemnized at the day ai Mucker Sunkrunt, just at the time of the sun’s eu- 
tiance into the sign, are these. Tlie Hindus go to the sea, accompanied hv a Brah- 
min priest, to bathe: there they i*uh their bodies with and wash themselves 

in the manner prescrihed in the Shastra. The Bralmiiu then rtqicats certain, 
incantations suited to the occasion, and closes the ceremony by receiving due adiu'a- 
tion, and a prc'sent of money for l^iself. On their return home they invite Brahmins, 
present them with a cup of bell*ctal filled with ti/ias and some" money, aeeording 
to tlie ability of the Yezaman. Some even present the Biahmins with cojiper pots, 
new Dhoturs^ umbrellas See., and the whole family rcecivcs benediction from them, 
which is done by the Brahmins repeating certain words, and tlirowingon their licads 
a few grains of red coloured rice. Aft(‘r the peiformance of this cenmiony, tiny go 
to take their meals, which consists of sweatmeats. They invite their friends and 
relations to dinner ; and towards evening, the^ wear new clothes, gold and other 
ornaments, and frequent the houses of their friends and relations, distrihuting 
tillas mixed witli sugar. At the, time of putting the tillas into the parties’ hands, 
they repeat these words, “receive these tillas mixed with sugar, and be friendly 
with me throughout the whole year.” All the praise and prayers that are offered 
this day arc to the sun, and to no otlier god. The sci-ond day of Sun kraut is named 
Kur, which is generally celebrated by women by making small i)resents among 
those of their own sex. 

Wl'sunt PiTXCHAMER Reems to have been instituted in honor of the Spring, 
whidi season is personified under the name of fFausuntat who is fabled as attending 
on Kama or the God of Love. — Vide 6tli February. 

RnTHsuirruMEE is dedicated to the worship of the sun. This day is the beginning 
of the Munwuntura, or period embracing the reign of a 3/?/nf>(), of which Iburteen 
govern in succession, during the different ages of the world. 7'lie present age is 
under the dominion of the seventh Munoo — and at the commenrc'inent uf this period 
a new sun is supposed to have mounted his chariot. — Vide 8th February. 

Shevaratree. — A fast day in honor of N/ieua, during which the Linga, orBacchio- 
phallus, is worshipped. — Vide 1st March. Vudh chuttoord assoc, or the 21»th of 
every month, is kept sacred by the votaries of Shjva ; but Magh vudh chutoordasee 
has obtained its peculiar epithet, Maha Sheva Ratree, or the great night of Sheva. 
The Hindu legends account in the following manner for its notoriety among the 
rest of Shem Itatrees. In time immemorial an archer of wicked and licentious 
habits, went into a forest this day, to shoot deer. He spent the whole day in the 
pursuit of his game, dnd, on a sudden, night came on, and he was left to the 


* Tillas arc said to be the favorite grain of the Sun, 
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mercy of the wild beasts. When he found himself in such a forlorn condition, he 
had recourse to ti. Bah or /rec * to setnire himself from attack. Having got 
uj) on the tree, by way of relaxation, or to get a clearer view, he broke off all the 
branches that hung around and above his head, and dung them down : fortunately 
the twigs which he threw fell on the Linga of Sheva, which was near the foot of 
the tree. Sheva was so much pleased and satisfied by tlie accidental worship of his 
\^otary, that he forthwith sent a Vemar^ or heavenly chariot, and took the hunter 
into KylaSj his own abode, with acclamations of jov. To commemorate this great 
event of tl|| entrance of the ar<*lier into Kylas, the, flindus observe a fast this day, 
and worship Sheva in hopes of obtaining like merit. Observance of Shewi Ratree : — 
This day the votaries of Sheva fast, and, in the night, repair to the temples of 
Sheva, ac(M»mpanied by a Brahmin Priest, who iierforms Poo^a by repeating certain 
in(^antation8: first he pours some water over the Lmgn^ and w'ashes it, and after- 
wards he dctiorates it with choice flowers. When this is done, the Priest takes his 
sacred book, wherein Sheva ’s thousand different names arc -written, and reads the 
names : and the Yajaman, the worshipper, flings a leaf of Bah over the head of the 
Linga each time. This kind of Pooja is performed four difterent times during the 
night, and tl^ wake is kept up for the whole night. This is styled the Pooja of 
the four PraMraSt or- watches. It commences at about eight p. m. and ends at five 
A. M. This night the Pagodas of Sheva are thronged by devotees. Some persons 
engage twelve Brahmins, and others four, &:c.,to perform the Pooia, acc'ording to the 
abuitics of the Yajaman, The Bralimius must be liberally paid for their labours. 

Holee (Sanscrit — H oltka or Phalgutsuva). — This festival, called also 
Dolumira, or the swinging festival, is supposed by Sir W. Jones to relate to the 
vernal equinox, and to be sunilar to the Persian Nowroz. It commences fifteen 
days before the full Moon, on which the ceremonies are terminated, and is lield in 
honor of Krishna. In the freedom with which the lower classes now behave towards 
their superiors, this festival resembles the Roman Saturnalia ; and, in the sending 

a >le on bootless errands, it corresponds with our 1st of April, Red powdi^rs are 
led upon the image of the god, and tlirown and stjuirted by liis worshippers 
on ca(^h otlier, while females are saluted by exclamations and iests of no very chaste 
description. The wheaten cake which is placed^n the pile lighted at the" close of 
the festival is called police, and the right of first offering it in a village is considered 
as an honorary privilege. Neither the origin of this festival nor the manner in wdiieh 
it is observed can be described. Nor is this manner of observing it confined to 
the louver classes of the native community — ^the highest apparently joining in it 
with the same zest as the lowest. This festival nouiiually continues from the new 
to the full moon, but only a fe-w of the lust days axe practically and openly devoted to 
it. For two or three days no respectable -women appear in the streets, so obscene and 
abusive is the language in almost every one’s mouth and applied to any woman 
that they may haj>pen to see. It is often called Shimga, from the name of the 
month in -which it occurs, — Vide 17th March. 

The Hutdoo New Yeak (Shalivan, called Goody Padwa). — On the morning of 
this day a Hindoo first rubs oil upon his body and tticn bathes himself with warm 
water. A pole bearing a flag, and surmounted with a brass or copper vessel, is 
erected in front of the house. One such pole mast be erected by each family. This 
represents the banner of Tndra, the king of the gods, which on this day is also 
raised in honor of him by the gods. What is done here on earth is therefore ui 
imitation of -what takes place in the heaven of Indra. — The leaves of the bitt(‘r nimb 
tree are then to he eaten, which secures health to the body, because this tree is the 
offspring of the Ambrosia of the ^ds. The almanac for the Ne-^v Year is then to be 
worshipped, and its predictions, in regard to tho year just commencing, are to be 
heard irom the mouth of the Jotishees. They tell whether there is to be an abun- 
dance or a scarcity of rain, whether there will be unusual heat -or cold, whether rob- 
beries, insurroctions, &c., arc to abound, whether unusual sickness is to prevail, &c. 
&c. Each individual on this day also learns what he is to expect during tlie year; 
•whether health or sickness, prosperity or adversity, is to be his portion, Sec. See. 
All this important information is not of course to be obtained without some comsen- 
sation* Aik not only are presents to be given to the Jotishees, but the poor people 
are tangly OK this day to extend their liberality also to the Gooroos and Brahmins. 
The di^ is also to be celebrated byfeasjtiiig. This is an auspicious day for conunenc- 
tttg a ww building, or engaging in any new undertaking. — Vide 2na April.

IftAM Ko'vtMiEE.— On this day Rumelmndru, the 7th incarnation of Viehnoo, 'waw 
horn at Ayodaya^ or Oude, about B. C. 1600.— Vide 10th April. Kama is supposed 
io Im) the same as the Grecian Dionysius or Bacchus, and the object of the incarna- 
tion was to effect the destruction ofKawun, the ten-headed tyrant of Lunka or 
Ceylon, which w^as at last done w'ith the assistance of Ilunooraan, the chief of the 
Monkcv tribe. The birth of Jiama is, stranf^e to say, celebrated eif(ht days previous 
to its occurrence, that is, from the first of* Chutru soodh to the ninth. From the 
first day tlic temples of Kama are white-washed, and illuminated in the evening; 
and the image of Kama is adonned with costly ornaments. In the eveipag the 
Ramayan, or the sacred legendary History of Kama, is read in the temples, and in 
the night Kiriun is preached by the Hurridass, who describes the morality and heroic 
actions of Kama. Nautches are also not omitted during the night. In some temples 
Brahmins are fed with a rich and substantial dinner for eight successive days; these 
days aie denominated llama nmratree, or nine nights of Kama. During these days, 
many Hindus, both males and females, go to the temples of Kama to hear the Kiriun 
ami Ponran. The last or principal day is JRaimiowmee, wlicn, it is said, Kama 
became incarnate at noon. In honor of this incarnation, the Hindus fast the whole 


nients and rich brocade. A llunidass is engaged to describe the birth and 
circumstances that attended this incaa*iiali(m. lie continues his prattling till twelve 
TiMock, when he brings a small image of Rama nicely ornamented and well clad, 
and shows it lo his audience, and tells them that it is Kama, who became incarnate ; 
and puts it into a small cradle prepared for the purpose. The assembly then throw 
themselves prostrate before the image and worship it. Great is the rejoicing and 
acclamation of the assembly on this occasion ; they iiing yolal, a red powder, on 
each other, and with gieat mirtli about one o’clock they return home, and again 
go to the temples in the evening. The feast of Raranowmee is more particularly 
observed by the votaries of V ishmi. 

VuD Sevitrke (SA's^TI^^:E VRtrruM). — A fast observed by women at the root 
of the Indian fig tree, to preserve them from widowhood.— Vide 13th Juno. 

Asiiaady Ekadarske is the eleventh of the light half of the moon Ashad, and 
is dedicated to Vishnoo. On this day, which refers to the summer solstice, com- 
mences the night of the gods, during which the deity reposes for four months on the 
serpent Seshu. — Vide 9th July. 

Nao Vunciiamke is sacred to the demigods in the form of serpents. Ceremonies 
are performed on this day 1,o ensure protection against the bites of snakes. Vide 
2nd August. The sci^eiit Kalhja, slain by Krishna, is worshipped at the festival, 
as was Pythan at Delphi. 

SiiuAW'tm JCARUYi'ii — (or NARtJLn PooRimrA).— On this day the rainy season 
is considered to be at an end, and a Oocoanut is offered up to the Sea to gain its 
favour towards those who now begin to trust themselves to its mercy.— Vide 
11th August. 

JuNMA AND Gokui. UsirTuiMEE — (JuNMA Ashtumee).— Instituted in com- 
memoration of the birth of Krishna, which took place at midnight in the city of 
Muthoora. Krishnu, who in many respects agrees with the Grecian Apollo, 


ones. His uncle Kowsu, who it was pivdicted would l>e slain by ( 
familv, endeavoured to en.suro the destniction of the infant god, by placing guards 
over his pregnant sister, but the child was preserved from this and other attempts 
of his relations, who subsequently gave directions for the slaughtering of all newly- 
born infants. — Vide IDtli and 20th August. This holiday is considered one of the 
greatest among the Hindus, and is therefore observed by aimost^ll the Hindu com- 
munity ; there are two sects among the followers of Krishna, and they solemnize 
the feast on different days. Those belonging to the One keep the birth -day of 
Krishna on the eighth day of the dark moon, and those belonging to the other 
the day following, being the one on which he was removed to Ookid, to the house 
of Kanda, through fear of his maternal unde, who sought his destruction ; and 
some even keep both days. The former fast on the day of Junma Astumi, and the 
latter on the day of Gokul Ashtumi. They fast the wnole day, and at night they 
bathe and worship an image of the infant Krishna, adorning it with twspe, a fa- 
vorite plant of I'7sAwM’s,andwith other flowers, in the manner enjoined in the S/iasirai 
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imd at abotift ten or eleven p. m. they eat their P/aW food, which consists ot fraita 
and some, kind of grains^ being prohibited from eating rice and other grains that 
day. A Brahmin is called in to perform the Fooja, and afterwards he himself is 
wonihipped, and sent away loaded with Dakamna and other presents. This is 
all done according to the rmes of the Skastra. The holiday is thus observed among 
the people of the higher castes. On the day of Gcd^td Ashtumi, ^mlees (or keepers 
<of cattle) keep a great jubilee among thems^ves, as Krishna was bred up 
among their race. They join themsmves into a company, and foequei^t the 
houses of the people who follow their profession, bolmng each other's hands, 
dancing in the street, and repeating these words “ Gevinday Goeiada,” where they 
are honored either by throwing over them curds, or presenting them a certain 
quantity of cu^. These people are called Gq9al/8~-protectors of cows. But the 
most extraordinai^ thing relating to this festival is the following: On the night 
of Jarma Ashtumi, crowds of people, generally of the lower ranks, dock into the 
temple of Canoba, which is commonly known by l^e name of Muih ; there they hire 
native music, and continue shouting and making a great noise, so as to deafon one’s 
ears. The Bhu^ of Canoba, or the head of the temple, who is veiy often of the Shudra 
caste, and who is considered a supernatural being, at least at that time, with great 
solemnity and grave countenance makes his way through the assembly and stands 
before the shrine of Ctat/oba, and offers payer to the id(3 of Canoba, which is richly 
^ewrated on the occasion, accompanied by the plajdng of tom-toms, hnd acclamations 
of joy from his disciples. He is at first quite calm, but shortly after shows signs of 
inspiration by the god. He begins to untie his shendi, or the tuft of hair on the 
crown o£ his head, and then slowly shakes his limbs. By degrees his whole frame 
quivers, and he throws his whole body into violent contortions, ^^ a n c^u g and mutter- 
ing strange ambiguoim and wild sounds, whicli no one can understand. He then 
takes his scourge, which is kept near the shrine^ and scourges himself as if he wero 
insane, and performs many other equally strange actions. No sooner docs the 
assembly around see him m this predicament, than believing that the spirit of the 
god has entered into him, they bum incensebeforehim, and fall prostrate, and pray to 
him to be merciful to them. When he has received divine homage, he quietly takes 
his seat ; but does not cease quaking and trembling. His disciples, who axe always 
near him, then commence one after another to shake themselves and dance in the 
same way ; and the spirit of the god is believed to enter them also. This day the 
great Bhvg^vask create new ^sciples, and give them the power of bringing the spirit 
of the god into their bodies. ‘Sick persons, persons possessed of devils, chudren, &c., 
are brought to the temple to receive the benediction of the Bhugat and his disciples : 
he rubs a little ashes on their foreheads, passes his hand over their heads, and gives 
them full assurance of their speedy tecoveiy from their sickness without taking any 
medicine. The m)or patient, with full wnfidence, returns home, expecting the 
ftdfilment of the promise ; but probably to his great disappointment and 

distreM, he gets worse, or is perhaps cutoff next day. It is a great wonder, notwith- 
standing such disappointments, that the eyes of the ignorant are not opened to see 
the impotency and imposition of the Bhvgat, for they still remain as faithful to him 
as ever. It is the subtlety of his Sfpeech, and the dexterity of his actions, that 
delude them. The Bhvgat receives large ^ presents on this occasion from 
followers of his tenets, and he is held in great respect among the orthodox 
ffindus, and even among persons of some other tribes too. On the fmlowing morn- 
ing the Bhygat collects the circle of his disciples in front of the temple and orders a 
suflkaent quantity of curds to be thrown over their heads to wet their whole bodies : 
they m begin to dance in company, holding each other’s hands, and occasionally 
throwing themselves on the ground and besmearing their bodies with mud, shout- 
ing as loudly as they can. The Bhvgat, in the mean time, with a scourge in his 
hand, forces his way mto the crowd with all his pretended dignity, and stands in 
^e midst of &e crowd, and looks in all directions in his feigned solemnity, an^ then 
up his powerfol scourge and nuts it around the neck of one of his disciples as a 
of ^ regar^and draws him towards himself ; when the disciple trembles a 
nttlis and then stitnds firm, stretching his hands towards the kky with his eyes 
. sooner does the Bhugat see him in this state, than he scourges him two 
or three tiakes, so adroitly that it gives him no pain, while to the eye of the specta- 
tmit a prodigy that he does not feel it Tnis is repeated till he has shown 

the same mtk of approbation to the whole body of his discroles,— when he 
gjases, and sweetmeats are distributed among the disciples and to all the spectators 
Thus terminates the feast of Qckvl AAUtmi among the people of the Shudra caste, 
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PiTHooRBE OR pRACHEEHEE Avmawabtv.^A cer^iRony obsefved at the 
Moon of the month Shraww^ at which the 64 Yoginees^ or female attendants of the 
Goddess Doorga, are worshjpped«-*-particalarly it is said by women, with the hope of 
obtaining issue.— Vide 26th August. The 30th of the month of Shrawun^ or the last 
^y of the dark half of the nu>onr is denominated ** Frachee Amnwau^** Frachee 
iSf it is supposed, one of the goddesses of the East. She is commonlyKnown^among 
the people of the Konkan and Deccan by the name of Pethoorie, Wealthy Banians 
and other people of Guzerat go to WallMshwar on the previous evening with their 
families, to remain in the Dhurrumsalla during the ni At ; and, on the subsequent 
morning, they bathe in the tank of Walkeshwar. (This Tank is called by the 
natives Ban-gun^, i. e. the Ganges produced by an arrow ; and they give a marvel- 
lous account of its origin. They say, when Rama visited this part of the world, and 
found that there was no pure water to drink, he pierced the ground with an arrow 
from his bow, and thus brought the Ganges into existence!^ They also perform 
ahraddhas on the margin of the tank, and ceremonies for procuring the deliverance of 
their departed ancestors from the thraldom of Yamoy the king of me infernal regions^ 
if they still remain at his court or in his dominions. They afterwards repaw to the 
temple of Walkeshwar and worship his image, after which they take their me^s. 
The remaining part of the day is spent in amusements among which gambling is 
not overlooked or neglected. Booths are erected on the locality of the temple, and 
furnished with all kindfrof the choicest articles that please the fancy or delight the 
taste. The Hindus on this occasion squander awt^ hundreds of rupees in hiring 
vehicles and buying toys and sweetmeats for their children. This holiday is not 
observed by the majority of the inhabitants of the Konkan and Deccan. It is kept 
up chiefly by those women who lose their children in infancy. They fast this day, 
and worship an image of Pethoorie by adorning it vrith various kinds of fruits and 
flowers, through the medium of a Br Amin priest 

GiTNESit Chocth, or Chuthoorthee. — On this day was bom Gunputtee, or 
Gunesky who is considered as the God of Prudence, and invoked like Janus at the 
commencement of all undertakings. The manner of his birth is differently told : 
one story relates that as the god Kartikegu was created by Shiva without connubial 
assistance, in like manner Gunputtee was formed his consort. Farumitee from the 
turmeric and oil scraped off from her own body while bathing. The loss of his 
human head, and the substitution of that of a female elephant with one tusk, is also 
variously explained. By some, his head is said to have been cut off by Shiva when 
he endeavoured to prevent the god from entering the chamber of Parwuttee when 
performing her ablutions as above. According to other accounts, it was reduced 
to ashes by a glimpse from the eyes of Shunee or Saturn, when all the gods went to 
look at the newly -bom child, and its place supplied by that of the animal first found, 
which happened to be an elephant. Clay images of the deity are formed, and, after 
having been worshipped for nme or ten days, are thrown into the water. TheChinchore 
or Chinchwud (properly Deo,) who resides at the village of that name near Poona, 
is supposed to be an incarnation of this god, who granted to a hol}r Gosayeen, who 
had won his favour, that the divinity should be continued in his family for seven 
generations : and though the present one has exceeded that limit, the miracle is 
perpetuated by the Bramins, for self-interest. — Vide 30th August. It is commonly 
said among the Hindus, that the Shattra enjoins its followers the worship of Mritica, 
earth, in the following forms, three times a year. The first of these is ifagpunchm/eet 
on which day a snake of clay is made and worshipped ; the second is GokulAshtumeej 
when a clay*^image of the infant Krishna is made and worshipped ; and the third 
and last is Guneah Chuttoortheey on which day a clay image of Gunesh is worshipped. 
This being the last day of the worship of Mritica, it is observed with greater pomp 
and more ceremonies, conviviality, and music, than the two others. The image 
worshipped on this occasion has four hands and an elephant’s head. The mouse, 
being Gun^tteda favourite vehicle, is also placed near his image, richly saddled and 
bridled. Besides this, the worship of Crttwesft may be traced to his origin. But 
different accounts are given in different Pvrana of that origin, and the consequent 
introduction of his worship, which it would be rather a difficult task to detail. The 
im^e of Gunputtee is either made in the house or purchased from an artist ,* it is 
giltwth the finest gold, and painted with superior and variegated colours : much 
Eibor and ingenuity is bestowed on it by some to render it elegant and attroctivo^ 
according to the taste and pecuniary means of the worshipper. The 4th of the 
month m Bhadr 'ami is the appointed period for the celebration of this feast. Gn the 
previous day, the worshipper cleans and whitew'ashes his house, and furnishes it with 



all sorts of costly furniture tliat can be procured. The profusion of light is tfur 
first thing that would attract one’s eye. On the following morning, i. e, on the day 
of Guru^ah Chutoorthety they bring the image home (if it be bought) with great splen- 
dour, accompanied by native music, and with all the honors of a god. A place where 
the god is to be seated is jirepared, either in the form of a covered shrine or open 
space, which is adorned with all kinds of fruits and flowers strewed round it, and 
of trees hung over in dusters ; after which commences the business of the ofli- 
ciating priest, wlio sits near the master of the house, and begins consecrating the 
idol, by reciting incantations or Muntras from his book, and throwing over it 
red coloui'ed rice ; thus, after performing numy consecrative ceremonies^ he brings 
from heaven the godhead into the image on cartli. Being thus installed, the devotee 
places before him Nnyavedh food, which consists of sweatineats, and invokes the god 
to partake of the oft’ering. Afterwards, he falls before him, and prays him to be 
gracious to liim and his family. To perform the whole puja^ according to the rules 
of ShastrUf requires at least three or four hours’ time. By the generality of the peo- 
ple Gunmtttee is kept one day and a half ; but by some live or ten days, according to 
the wealtli and udsh of the proprietor. A discourse is delivered in commemoration 
of his godly exploits bv a llwTidma in bis presence, to which friends and relatives 
are invited to attend. A large party of BialiJiiins are entertained at a sumptuous 
dinner, in honor of Guneshy and they are then dismissed with the usual 
Dahsheena, On tlie last day, preparations for his departure are mad(i. Even- 
ing is the appointed time for paitiiig, when the master of the house performs Ooter- 
•Quja through the priest, who t.ikes away the divinity with which tlie image was 
mVosted, by repeating certain or charms; flowers, fruits, and P’v 'neats, 
are offered to the idol, and ortee, that is, lighted wicks, aremewd IxUii*' I'un, a ■- om- 
paniecl with music and hymns; and he is invoked to bless the uniu-r and family, 
and remove any calamity that might befall tliem tUroiighout tlic jeui. .tUtciwuvtfs, 
the Brahmins are pre.seuted 'w itli Daksheenay and the image is sealed in a palankeen, 
or in an ark ex]>ressly made for the pui-pose, adorned with frush flcnvers, and carriecl 
to the sefi or Uuik in a procession, which consists of the master of the house, his 
children and relatives, who are richly attired on the occasion. When they reach the 
place, they take out the imago and commit it to the water with every devout feeling 
of legret for its absence till next ycju*. On the day of Gumak Chuttoorthvty the 
Hindus are prohibited by the Shastra from looking at the moon, and therefore pre- 
judiced and credulous Iliudus are afraid to look at her this evening, for fear of in- 
curring any calamities throughout the j^'car. If the vulgar people happen to see the 
moon, they try to jirovoke their neighbours to abuse them, ami comfort themselves 
with the idea that the calamities incurred will be all comprehended in that abuse, 
and removed by it. 

Eushee Btinciiamee. — O bserved in honor of the seven Kushees or sages, who are 
supposed to be tJic seven bright stars in the Great Bear. — Vide 31st August. 

Gowuke. — O ne of tlie munes of the goddess Par entice. — Cukes are made in the 
shape of pebbles, aud eaten at night time. — Vide 2ud {September, 

Wamun Dwadashee. — I nstituted in commemoration of the fifth incarnation of 
Vishnoo, in the shape c»f a Dwarf, to prevent BvJlee from obtaining dominion over 
the three w'orlds through the effects of iiis religious austerities. JIullee promised 
the Dwarf at his own request to grant him os much land as he could compass at 
three steps. On the ratilieatioii of this promise, the first two strides of the incarnate 
deity embraceti the Heaven and the Earth : there being now no place for him to put 
down his foot for the third time, Bullee magnanimously told him to put it on his 
head, which the Dwarf having done, crushed him down to l^atalu, the dominion of 
wliich was conceded to the amliitious monarch, — Vide 7th September. 

Pmtu Ptricsn. — The dark half of the month Blwdrapudy and sacred to the Pitria, 
or progenitors pf mankind, to whose heaven the souls of the deceased ascend after 
the celebration of funeral ritcs> which is particularly proper during this season. — 
Vide ffth September. 

PvssKRA.^'rhifl festival, called Doorga Pooja, or Boigotuuva is supposed to relate 
to the aatumnal equinox. On this day, in coiiimexnoration of the victory of iJevee, 
the wife of ShivOy over the monster Maheediasoor, her images, after having been 
worshipped for nine days, are thrown into the water. — Vide dth October. On this 
day also Mtmu marched against Bawaumy on which account the Maharattas seem 
to liave selected it as a proper period for commencing their plund&ing excursions. 
This day is observed thus:«^£arly in the morning the Hindoos, having washed 
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themselves, perfonii the /w/ya of their household gods in (!OJiJiinetion with that of 
all their shmtrkal grunihs or religious books. Marathas and Kshitrias, or tliose 
who consider themselves of the miUtfiry race, w’-orship the implements of war, and 
ask protection of them throiighout the year, under a conception that to the propitioiis- 
ness of the sword thej^ owe every prosperity. Thereafter at noon they take dinner in 
the company of their relatives, who have been invited on the occasion. In 
the attenioon, they go to the t( tuples in jtroccssioii wdth friends, and relatives, 
and children, richly attired. Moombadavec and Boolaishwiir are the principal 
scones. Both of these places are thronged by dense masses of Hindoos bearing 
each in his hand IIoancjs and a branch of a certain tree {dpta') denominated 
$07iaf (gold), which is held highly satTod and iiidisiteiihable in commemorating 
this day. On entering tlie temple they olfer the «ona and llowers to the 
image, accompanied with pra}'er ; thc}’- also give sundry Ihucuna to the Brali- 
mins, and return home, visit the^r friends and rclativ^es, present them with a 
hearty embrac'e, and receive similar treatment in return at the time. The sona 
forms the chief article of t he Dus^cra holiday. The vicinity or front of tlie above 
temples is surrounded by the veiidci s of this jdant, who range themselves with 
baskets full of hranclics in bundles. At night an illumination is made. TIiks day is 
considered by the Hindoos most auspicious for sending theii’ children, who are 
hegiiiiiers, to school. Tlie preceding days of the T)iisscra are called nowratree, a 
compound Avord for nine nights. During these previous nine daj's, the devotees of 
Duiga keep themselves holy, engage a Brahmin to read hymns before her, in which 
her cxi>luUs are extolled, and licr rewards to her votaries are described. On the 
ninth day, at every temple of Durga, or lluvun^ a sacred lire is created and fed with 
rice and clarified butter, and adoml by the repeating of muiitras. It is customary 
among the Banian women to keep up a dance during these nine nights, callell 
Gurbha, whii'h is tucoinpanied with religious songs. The celebration of the Uussera 
owes its origin to the Fanduwasy the five sons of Pandoo ha\ing sciccted this day, 
after completing their exile of twelve 3'oavs, as an auspicious one for making 
preparations for the tiemendous W'ar wdtli their jiaternal cousins, the Gouruwa,% oi 
which the I'uranas give an account, occupying the wdiole volume. The Hindoos 
decorate the horses with llow'crs tliis day, putting garlands otTlowers around their 
necks. It is said that Porth, the most Jiivmeible of the five I^aiiduwas, w ho had a 
peculiar fondness for horses and a pre-einiucnt skill in tlie art of chariot lighting, 
and IHHU being auxiliaries in liie matters of battle, washed his favourite milk white 
horses with gi cat wai'lik<‘ sjnrit, put garlands of powers arimnd their necks, and 
tapped them, in token of fondness inul ajiprobaiion, w ith his own hand ; owing to 
tliis legend, it seems, the decorating the horses with flowers this day is obser\cd. 

Dew'ALKF . — (Crom Depawalif Sanscrit, signifying a vow' of lamps) — is (‘clebraied in 
honor of the goddess AVi/ec, or Bhuwanee, who w as formerly itroiiitiatcd Ly human 
saenflees, and of Vishnoo’s victory over the demon Tamekev . — V’^ide ‘2Bli Oct. The 
festival however seems to be more peculiarly consecrated to JiUkshmee, or the 
goddess of ])rospcrity. The fiisi 'lay (I’shwin wudh) is termed Jdianootrvgndashvc, 
ami Sow’kars now count their stores and pcu’urm Pooja to their wealth. On the 
UmawiiHija, or new moon, there being a fresh aei omit, I'ooja is again pcrlurined 
before tlie old and now books. The festival lasts allogethei live days. The Dewalee 
means the feast of illumination, or ranges of light. It is celebrated for the jieriod 
of five days, during wdiieh houses aic cleaned, white-waslied and illuminated : a 
qiiadrangrUar floor is made in front, of the house, and painteil with difl'erent coloured 
powders ; it is called RangolU't, Gambling is the i hief recreation of the feast. The 
Dewalee commences from the 28th oi A^tvcnwudfiy — this day is denominated 

DhantriyodmhL This day they collect ail the trea-sure in their houses and worship 
it, giving the name of Liurumec the goddess of wealth ; a light is made and dedieaLe4 
to ^amay the god of the inlernal regions, and every preparation is made lor tiie suc- 
ceeding morning. Fireworks, i-raekcrs, spoiiters, &c., are displayed, and gambling 
Bbops are opened, which continue till the end of the holidays. The 2yth is iVw,n*ucA- 
chuttordaskk This day Vishnu killed ‘NTirruckasoor, an invincible giant, after a des- 
perate battle, and entered his city early in the morning with tluj palm ol victory, 
when the people illuminated the city, and received him with great joy and acclama- 
tion ; and the women of the city having adorned themselves, went before him with 
lighted lairnis and congratulated him. The Hindus keep this day to commemorate 
this great conquest. This day they get up early in the morning, till the house with 
lights, rub their bodies with perfumed ointment, and bathe themselves ivith hot-water, 
member of the family is left uubathed ; new clothes and ornaments are put on, 
and children are decorated. When 'this is done, the misti ess of the house performs 
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a AOTt of ceremony called ^rtAee— by placine wicks either in silver or brass dishes, 
which mean that (iod would remove all the difficulties and make the year happy — 
when .each male member makes her a present of money ; sweetmeats are dis- 
tributed, and friends are invited to dinner. The dOth, Amawaskia^ last day of the 
moon, is the day of SaraswutUe, the goddess of learning and wealth. It is vulgarly 
known by the name of Pedtpoojun, or the worship of the shops. This day the year 
of Yikram Sumvut, or Yikram’s era, closes : all the merchants close their accounts 
this evening. New journals, ledger^ and day-books, arc bought and worshipped 
through a Bramin priest ; new entries are made in the account books ; writers are 
sent to different shops with rupees to credit in their names, on this auspicious even- 
ing. Saraswuttee is invoked to render the subsequent year prosperous, and to be 
with them throughout the year ; then the Brahmins are sufficiently paid for their 
labors, and servants receive a present of some money according to their rank : this 
day is cdebrated all classes of people — ^Banians, Parsees, Mahomedans, &c. 
The first day of Kart ink Shoodh is Baliraj, the day of king Bali. This day 
Bali was sent to PataU or the lower region, by Yishnoo, for his great 
merit. They also rise up very early in the morning, make the lights, clean the 
houses, wash their bodies, and fill a basket with all the rags and rubbish in the 
house, put a lighted lamp over it, and throw it outside of the house, repeating these 
words ; ** Let all the misery and troubles go, and the kingdom of Bali come.^* After 
the ablution, the women make an image of Bali Rajah and worship it ; presents are 
given to the Brahmins and other mendicants ; and playing with dice is continued 
with greater ardour and spirit than ever. The 2nd day of Kortick Shoodh is Yama 
Dwitiyot which is comrno^y known by the name of Bhavbij. This day Yama, the 
king of the infernal regions, went to his sister to dine, and to |]«rpctuate the memory 
of this, the Hindus must go to their sisters’ houses and take their meal with them, and 
make them a present of some money or gold ornaments, and thus please the Mug, 
who will save them from the punishment of their sins. 

Kartick Ekadasiiee — is the eleventh day (in some years the fourteenth) of the 
light half of the month Kartik, and is celebrated in honor of Yishnoo. On this day 
the god is supposed to rise from his slumber of four months — a fable which has 
reference to the sun at the winter solstice. — Yide 4th November. 

Kartik Poornima — ^is the full moon of the month Kartik. On the fifteenth of 
this month, as well as of Magh, Ashad, and Yaishak, each of which day is called 
** Vonumasya Kwru,^' gifts to Srahmins arc considered indispensably necessary. 
Shiva also is said to have gained his victory at this season over the monster 
“ Tripoonisoora''* — Yide 8th November. Kartik Shoodh Poornima, the full moon 
in the month of Kartik, is called the Poora Soora, Master of the three cities. 
This demon is said to have become s0 powerful that he defeated almost all the 
gods, and drove them out of their habitations ; when they formed a leve^ and 
went to Kylas, the abode of Shiva, and represented to him their grievan- 
ces ; who after lending an ear to their pitiful supplication, comforted them by the 
assurance that the evil should be soon removed, and sent them back to their res- 
pective homes. He accordingly, made a car of the earth, the wheels of which were 
the sun and the moon. Brmma was chosen his charioteer, the mountain Hymalia 
formed his bow, and Wasoohey, the king serpent, his bowstring. Yishna himself 
became his quiver. Thus equipped, Shiva rode himself in it, and destroyed the 
mighty giant after a struggle. To perpetuate the memory of this great event, the 
women of the Hindus get up very early in the morning this day, at about two 
o’clock, and wash themselves in cold water, and repair to the temple of Shiva and 
worship his image. Afterwards they return home, and present a Brahmin wl^ a 
lighted lamp, made either of silver, copper, or brass, according to their ability, along 
with some fruits and duk^hma, a present in hard cash ; this is called D&qpdan, or 
present of a lamp. In the evening an illumination is made in the temples of Shiva, 
and a pillacof stones built in front of all of them for this special occasion. A ^and 
fair is also ^lebrated this day in honor of Wathenhwar, an image of Shiva at Mala- 
bar Hill. It is kept for three days, when booths are erected, and shops are adorned 
with all kinds of articles by the people of all denominations. The Hindus, both the 
rich and poor, Brahmins and Shoodias, go there and worship the image of Shiva 
and buy sweetmeats and toys for their children. Some of the wealthy Hindus re- 
maiii there with their families for three or four days in the Dharnmala, or inns 
built by them, but the poor retorn the same evening. Durin these days hundreds 
of rupees are spent in hiring conveyances, and purchasing sweetmeats and toys. 
tkfi many other entertauunents^ gambling u not overlooked. 



BIRTH CEREMONIES. 

Different ceremonies are prescribed bv the Shasters to be observed at the period 
of conception, and the different stages of pregnancy. ** Jatkurm'* is to be performed 
at the birth of the infant, and consists in ^ving it a drop of honey out or a golden 
spoon before dividing the navel string. Other rites are to be observed on naming 
the child twelve days after birth*— on bringing him outside the house when three 
months old— on feemng him with the hand at six months — and, if a male, on shav- 
ing his head at the age of three years. 

MARRIAGE CEREMONIES. 

Among Brahmins the male may be married at any time after the ‘‘Afoon^,’* or 
investiture with the sacred thread, which is done within the age of eight years, 
and among other castes at any age. The female should not be ten years old, 
and her age must be less than that of her husband ; and she should be 
married before the appearance of the signs of puberty. The Shastrees mention 
eight kinds of marriage, but only one is observed by the “ higher castes," named 
JBmhmaf when the charges are severally incurred by the fathers of the parties. The 
principal marriage ceremonies among Brahmins are the ** Lugunputricka^* or writing 
Dv the Joshee or Astrologer of the names of the ,>arties, and the day and hour at 
wnich the wedding is to take place ; the ** SuptvpudeB^* or walking round a fire 
three times, at each time seven steps, and tying together the garments of the parties, 
and the home or burnt offering ; ^tcr which the contract is indissoluble. The girl 
is given away by her father in his own house, in which it is usual for her to remain 
till the appearance of the signs of puberty, after which she proceeds to the resi- 
dence of ner father-in-law, where her husband also resides, or to that of the latter, 
should it be otherwise. Particular months and junctions of the planets are pre- 
scribed for the celebration of marriages in different castes ; as also the same castes 
in different countries, have their peculiar ceremonies, which are too various to be 
described here. The “ Phuhkobun'^ is the performance of certain ceremonies on 
occurrence of the first menstruous symptoms. 

DEATH CEREMONIES. 

On the death of a man, the performance of his funeral obsequies (Kr{t/a$f) 
and of the monthly and annual purificatory ceremonies, devolves on his heir. 
The principal times for performing “ Shradh^WtLXQ eleven days after death ; 
secondly, every month; and thirdly, on the anniversary of death. Brah- 
mins are unclean for ten days after the death of a relation, — the military 
class for twelve, — ^the mercantile for fifteen, — and Shoodras fur thirty. Among the 
Hindoos generally, the body of the deceased is burnt, but that of an infant under 
two years of age is buried. The “ Shradh" consists in the offering of rice, flowers, 
water, &c., to the deceased and to his manes, in order to enable his soul to ascend to 
the heaven of the Pitris or great progenitors of the human race. 


MAHOMEDAN FESTIVALS. 

Ramzau^. — T his Mahomedan fast commences each day throughout the month 
of this name, when the flrst streak of light borders the Eastern horizon, and con- 
tinues until the stars are clearly discerned in the heavens. During the whole 
period not the slightest particle or food, not one single drop of water, nor any other 
liquid passes the Tips from the dawn till the appearance of the stars in the even- 
ing. Each day during the fast is passed in occasional prayer, besides the usual 
namauz, and m reading the Koran or the lives of the Prophets. — Vide SOth July. 
The fast is first broken by a cooling draught called Dia^ie^ the same which is 
used in fevers. It is composed of the seeds of lettuce, cucumber and niblon, with 
coriander, all well ponnd^, and afterwards diluted with cold water, rosewater, 
sugar, syrup of pomegranate, and kurat, are also added : the whole preparation is 
made in the 2^anah, and then drunk by basins full by true JKozed/taura. Plain 
boiled rice, with dhie (sour-curd) and sugar, forms the first morning's repast of 
the Eed ; dried dates are eaten with it in remembrance of the Prophet's family, 
whose greatest luxury was supposed to be the dates of Arabia. The conclusion of 
the month Rumzaun is celebrated as an Eed or f^tival, and is hailed with great 
rejoicing and merriinent, as a sort of teward for their severe ahstin^ce. In every 
houiBe me same dainties are provided, every amusement that can be thought of is 
indulged in, the Nautch-women in the apartments of the gentlemen, and the 
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^otti^nee In those of the ladies» are in great request ; the Zenanahs ring with resuve 
Bongs : and ail is lite, joy, cheerfulness and cordiality, on this last day of the 
Kuinzaitri, when the lady of the mansion sits in state to receive nuzzurs A'om in- 
feriors, and to grant favors to others. 

Eui*,-— The followers of Mahomet claim to he the descendants of Abraham through 
his son Ishtnael, who they aver was chosen a« the offering to the Almighty, and 
not Isaac, thus ditfering ffom the belief of the Je^\^ and Christiana, and sup[K)rting 
(heir assertions by traditions which they deem coiiclnsive evidence on the subject, 
in opposition to the authority of the Ihble. Tlic otfering thus made to heaven is 
annually commeinoratOd by the s/icriiiccof imrticwlar animals, such as camels, sheep, 
go.'its, kids, or lambs, according to each person’s means, and answers the double 
purpose of honoring the memory of Abraham and Ishmael, and also assisting to a 
meiil in a time of groat need. Tlie followers of Mahomet believe that the en- 
trance to Paradise is guarded by a bridge made of a sn/the^ or some such equally 
sharp instrument, affording a precarious and unstable footing. To enable them, 
therefore, to i>ass without danger, thej^ heh'eve that the number of animals they 
have sacrificed at tlie feast of Ecd will be present to lend their aid to help them 
over in safety, 

Eed Korban.— In commemoration of Abraham offering up Isaac, but in Ma- 
homedaii estimation Islimael, and this is the day on which they annually perform 
the Haj at Mec^a. — Vide 6th October. 


MoHiJRRraf. — A celebrated mourning festival, held annually, in remembrance of 
the first martyrs of the Mussalmans — Hassein and llossem — the eldest sons of Fatima 
and All, from whom the whole race of the Syuds have generated llasseiu wfis 
poisoned by an ernissair of the usurping Oalipha, and Hossein, the last victim of 
the descendants of the Prophet’s family to the King Yuzeed’s fury, suilercd a cruel 
death, after the mOv<«t severe trials, on the plain of Kurballa^ on the tenth day of the 
Arabian month Mohiurum, the anniversary of wdiich catastrophe is solemnized 
w'it h the most devoted zcjil, 1 [ossein and llosscin w^ere, as above stated, the two 
sons of Ali, by his consin Fatima, the daughter of Mahomed, and after the murder 
of their father by the contrivances of the (Uliplia, they witli their families removed 
from Shawn the capital, to Medina, After residing there fur several years, the 
people of Shaum^ being tired ^lljKing Yuzoed’s tyrannical rule, invited Hossein to 
return to the capital and take iipnis lawful right as Eiuaimi (Leader of the Faith- 
ful). Before accepting this invitation, ni)ssein sent Moslem, his cousin, as a messen- 
ger, to rci)Ort the true shrto of afhurs to him ; but on his arrival with his two eons at 
Shawn, he was seized by order ot King Yuzeed, and cast from a precipice, and his 
tw'o innw’cnt .suns were barbarously murdered, for the sake of the reward offered 
for their heads. This forms the subject of the ten days bewailing during the Mohur- 
riun. The Mahommedaus uie divided mto two distinct sects called the Sheas and 


the Soimica. flic former believe Ali and his descendants to bo the lawful leaders 
after Mahomed, and th<* latter are persuaded that tlie Caliplias, as Aboiiliuker, 
Oiner, &c., arc the only leaders to be accredited — hence quarrels, animositi(‘s, and 
dislikes are hoarded «p, to be avenged during the Moliurrum. The Festival begins 
on the first vlay oi the moon (Mohumini). Tazias, (a term signifying grief, and 
applied to a representation of the Mausoleum erected over the remains of Ainam 
Ilossein at Kurbulla) made of ivory, ebony, sandalw'ood, cedar, and some wrought 
in silver filigree, and indeed of every variety of material from pure silver to bamboo 
and paper, according to the rank and w'cal'tli ot the party, are exhibited in every 
direction and conveyed in procession through the streets. Mournin'g assemblies are 
held morning and evening, in the Eiuaum Barrahs, during the Mohurrum, and the 
head Priest or Preacher re('itc.s a subject for each day’s service, from the various 
books com^ised on the subject descriptive of the life and sufferings of Hassein and 
Hossein. tphe Murseeuh, a iweticaJ composition of great merit, and embracing all 
Che^bjecta they meet to commemorate, is chaunted with great effect : the names 
of then* lawful leaders are recounted with ble.ssing.s, and that of their usurpers the 
Caliphas with caireea. Then comes the procession of Dhul Dliull, tlio name of 
Hossem 3 horse killed at Kurhall^ beautiruUy capfirisoned ; and finally the Tazias 
are deposited with funeral rites in the public bunal grouiicls, when the Mohurrum 
until the return of another year. The taboot is a slight framework of bamboo, 
in the shape of a mausoleum, covered and ornamented with coloured paper and 
1 *^^**^?*^*^^ represent the mausoleum built over the remains of the 

Ho^hi. They vary considerably in size and appearanc e, according 
ty the taste and abihty of those who build them. In some of tliem are the repre- 
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wntation of the tomb of Hasiftein and Hoseein. Before these taboots» incense i» 
burned, and various other rites are also performed. Thetaboots, it is said, are pe> 
euliar to India. They, of course, are not mentioned in the Koran^ and they are not 
built either by the mhabitants of Persia or Arabia. Many Mahomedans regard 
them with strong disapprobation. In Bombay, the larger portion of the Maho> 
medans unite in buildizig the taboots. These are taken out, and, accompanied with 
music, carried in procession through the Bhendy Bazaar from midnight of the ninth 
until three o’clock of the morning of the tenth day, and from two to six o’clock on 
the iiftemoon of the same da^, on their way to the Beach on Back Bay, where the 
greater part of the taboots, aiter being stripped of whatever was possesi^ of value, 
are cast into the sea. The practice of builom^ taboots seems to be loosing ground 
in Bombay,a portion of those who formerly united in this having adopted the views 
of those opposed to those things. The Indian Mahomedans, who ^ not unite in 
building the taboots,. are accustomed to go on this occasion to the mosques for five 
successive evenings, to listen to the account of the death of Hossein. Their 
demonstrations of grief, however, are not equal to those of the Mo^ls and Persian^ 
who, while listening to the recital, weep aloud, and smite vimently upon their 
breasts. These are accustomed to meet at the Mosjid, a little to the east of the 
American Mission Chapel, near the Baboola tank, in Mirza Mahomodi Ali Khan 
street. In Bombay,.there is, strictly speaking,, no lepresentation of the battle which 
was fought previous to the death of Hossein. Some two or three horsemen bear- 
ing fiags,. enter the large yard adjoining the Emaum Barah, with loud wailings, 
and are fbllowed by two horses caparisoned to represent those which were for the 
use of the fisllen Hossein. One person on horseback, with a long sword apparently 
run through the head and covered with blood, joins in the wailings. A female 
infant in deep mourning,, sitting at the door of a small mausoleum, which is carried 
on the shoulders of men^ constantly casts ashes or cut straw upon her. head in token 
of grief. These pass round in a circle,, accompanied or followed by a company on 
foot, who beat upon their breasts, crying, **'hai Hassein, hai Hassein.” Sometimes 
a person represented in a dying state, his body covered with wounds and blood, and 
darts and daggers run into it, is carried about in tlie procession. The whole is 
indeed a strange exhibition, fitted to c-Kcite iu the mipd of the enlightened specta- 
tor mingled feelings of pity, wonder and grief. We are not sufiicently mformed to 
give an accurate at'count of all that occurs on tliis occasion. It would seem that 
this festival is now celetirated with less effort andjeficct than formerly. It is ap- 
parently becoming more and more a farce. The grief is doubtless for the m(«t part 
feigned. The decline of the peculiar zeal of the Mahomedans must necessarily lead, 
them to enter into these with less spirit. — ^Vide 26th October.

Bearing Date theEightli Day of December, in the Fourth Year of thn 
Reign of George IV., Anno Domini One Thousand Eight Hundred 
Sind Twenty-three, 


GEORGE THE Fourth, by the Grace of God, of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland King, 
Defender of the Faith, To all to whom these Presents 
shall come, greeting. Whereas His Majesty, King 
George the Second, of glorious RIemory, by His Letters 
Patent under the Great Seal of Great Britain, bearing 
Date at Westminster the eighth Day of January, in the 
twenty-sixth Year of His Reign, did, for himself, his 
Heirs, and Successors, amongst other things, ' give and 
grant unto the United Company of Merchants of England 
trading to the East Indies, and their Successors, and did 
ordain, establish, and appoint that there should be for 
ever thereafter, within the Town or Factory of Bombay y 
on the Island of Bombay in the EmUindies, one Body 
politic and co^orate, by the Name of the Mayor and 
Aldermen of Bombay, and that such Body politic and 
corporate should consist of a Mayor and nine Aldermen, 
to be respectively elected and appointed in Manner there- 
in mentioned, and that the said Body corporate, by the 
Name aforesaid, should have perpetual Succession. And 
His said Majesty, King George the Second, did further 
grant, ordain, direct, end appoint, that the Mavor and 
Aldermen, for the time being, of Bombay aforesaid, 
should for ever thereafter be, and they were thereby con- 
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fltituted a Court of Record, by the name of the Mayor^s 
Court of Bombay, with such rowers, Jurisdictions, and 
Authorities, and suWect to such Appeal to the Governor 
or President and Council of Bombay, as in the said 
Letters Patent are mentioned. And by the said Charter, 
the Governor dr Pi*esident and Council of Bombay, for 
the Time being, arc appointed Justices of the Peace, and 
are, in the Manner therein mentioned, authorized and 
appointed to hold Sessions of the Peace, and of Oyer and 
Terminer and (iaol Delivery, as in the said Charter are 
and is mentioned. And by the same Charter or Letters 
Patent, His said Majesty, King the Second, did 

establish another Body politic and corporate, by the 
Name of the Mayor and Aldermen of Calcutta, at 
WiLliam in Bengal, and did direct and appoint, that the 
said Mayor and Aldermen of Calctttta should be a Court 
of Record, with such civil and criminal Jurisdiction with* 
in the Town and Factory of Calcutta at Fort William in 
Bengal, or within any of the Factories subject or subor- 
dinate thereto, as in the said Charter is mentioned. 

Reciui of the WHEREAS, by an Act of Parliament passed in the 

142. ^ thirty-seventh Year of the Reign of our late Royal Father 

King George the Third, of glorious Memory, entitled, 
An Act for the bettor Administration of Justice at 
Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, and for preventing 
British Subjects from being concerned in Loans to the 
N ative Princes in India, rec iting, among other Things, 
that the said Charter did not sufficiently provide for the 
due Administration of Justice, in such Manner as the 
State and Condition of the Company's Settlement at 
Bombay required, it is amongst other Things enacted, 
*rhat it should be lawful for His said Majesty, King 
George the Third, by Charter or letters Pateiit under the 
Great Seal of Great Britain, to erect and establish a Court 
of Judicature at Bombay, to of the Mayor and 

three of the Aldermen resident at the said Settlement of 
Bombay, for the Time being, which Aldermen were from 
Time to Time to be selected, in such Manner as should be 
directed and prescribed by His said Majesty in the said 
Charter, together with one other Person, to be named! 
from Time to Time by bis said Majesty, his Herrs and 
Successors, ^hich Person was to be a Barrister of Eng^ 
land or Ireland, of not Jess than five Years' standing, 
and which Person so appointed was to be the President 
of the said Court, and was to be. sty led the Recorder of 
Bombay ; and that the said Court should have full Power 
and Authority to exercise and perform all civil, crimmal 
ecclesiastical, and admiralty Jurisdiction, and to appoint 
aneli ministerial Officers as might be necessary, and to 
ibrm and establish such Rules of Practice, and such Rules 
for the Process of the said Court, end to do all such other 
Things, as should be necessary for the Administration 
of Justice and the due Execution of all or any of the Pow* 
ers which might, by the said Chartei^ be committed to 
the said Court ; and that the same should also be at all 
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Times, a Court of Oyer and Terminer and Gaol Delivery, 
in and for the Town and Island of Bombay and the Limits 
thereof, and the Fantories subordinate thereto. And 
by the said Act divers Provisions were made, touching 
the Extent of the said Charter, and the Jurisdiction, 

Powers, and Authorities to be thereby established. And 
it is further, among other Things, by the said Act enact- 
ed, that so much of the said Charter granted by His said 
Majesty, King George i\iQ Second, as conferred any civil, 
criminal, or ecclesiastical Jurisdiction upon the Mayor's 
Court of Bombay, or upon the President and Council, as 
a Court of Appeal from the said Court, or of Oyer and 
Terminer and Gaol Delivery at the said Settlement, or 
the Subordinates thereto belonging, in Case a new 
Charter should be granted by His said Majesty, King 
George the Third, in pursuance of the said Act, and 
should be openly published at Bombay, from and im- 
mediately after such Publication should cease and deter- 
mine, and be absolutely void, to all Intents and Purposes, 
and all judicial Powers and Authorities granted by an 
Act or Acts of Parliament to the said Mayor’s Court, or 
Court of Appeal at the said Settlement, should cease and 
determine, and be no longer exercised by the same 
Courts ; but that the same should and might be exercised 
by the Court of Judicature to be erected by virtue of tbo 
said Act, in the Manner, and to the Extent in the said 
Act biifore directed ; but nevertheless, the said Char- 
ter should, in all other Respects, continue in full 
Force and Effecit, to all Intents and Purposes, according 
to the true Intent and Meaning thereof (except so far as 
it is altered or varied by tbo said Act), as fully and 
eifectually, as if the said Act had not been made, or such 
new Charter had not been granted. 

And Whereas His said Majesty, King George the J^ecitai of the 
Third, by his Letters Patent under the Great Seal of ficcorder’s*^ Court 
Great Britain, bearing date at Wes(?ninster the twentieth at Bombay, ^ 
Day of February, in the thirty-eighth Year of his Iteign, 
passed in Pursuance of the said recited Act of Parliament 
did, for hiniself, his Heirs and Successors, grant, direct, 
ordain, and appoint, that tliere should be within the 
Settlement of liombay a Court of Record, which should 
be called the Court ot the Recorder of Bombay, and 
did thereby create, direct, and constitute the said Court 
of the Recorder of Bombay to be a Court of Record, with 
such civil, criminal, and ecclesiastical Jurisdiction, and 
with such Powers and Authorities, to be exercised in 
such Manner as in the said Letters Patent is mentioned 
and directed. 

And Whereas the said Letters Patent have been 
openly published at Bombay and acted upon.

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Hi'^hop, Archdeacons, and Judges ; ibr regulating 
Ordinations, and for establishing a Court ofJudica- 
“tureat liomhay reciting, among other Things, the 
Letters Patent granted by His said Majesty, King 
(ieorge the Second, bearing date the eighth Day of 
January in the twenty -sixth Year of his Reign, first 
hereinbefore recited ; and reciting that the said Charter, 
so far as respected the Administration of Justice at Bom^ 
hag, had been altered and changed, by Virtue of the said 
recited Act passed in the thirty-seventh Year of the 
Reign of his said Majesty, King Geoige the Third, and 
by the said recited Letters Patent granted by His said 
Majesty, King George the Third, bearing date the twen»

tomined by the said Mayor’s Court at Bombay aforesaid, 
or which may now bo heard, tried or determined by the 
said Court of the Recorder oi Bombay \ and all Powers, 

Authorities, and Jurisdictions, of what Kind or Nature 
soever, Avhichby any Actor Acts of Parliament may be, 
or are directed to be exercised by the said Mayor’s 
Court, or by the said Court of me Recorder of Bombay, 
shall ami may be as fully and effectually exercised by the 
said Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay, as the 
same might have been exercised and enjoyed by the said 
Mayor’s Court, or by the said Court of the Recorder at 
Bombay. 

And We do hereby further direct and ordain, That As to the in- 
the said Supreme Court of Judicature at gliaJl habitants of Bom - 

have full Power to hear and dcjtermine all Suits and 
Actions that may be brought against the Inhabitants of 
Bombay. Yet, nevertheless, in the Cases of Mahomedans 
or Gentoos, their Inheritance and Succession to Lands, 

Rents, and Goods, and all Matters of Contract and Deal- 
ing between Party and Party, shall be determined, in the 
Case of the Mahomedans, by tlie Laws and Usages of the 
Mahomedans, and where the Parties are Gentoos, by the 
Laws and Usages of the Gentoos, or by such Laws and 
Usages as the same would have been determined by, iftho 
Suit had been brought and the Action commenced in a N ative 
Court, and where one of the Parties shall be a Mahome^ 
dan or Gentoo, by the Laws and Usages of the Defend- 
ant. And in all Suits so to be determined b}" the Laws 
and Usages of the said Natives, the said Courts shall 
make such Rules and Orders for the Conduct of the 
same, and frame such Process for the Execution of their 
Judgments, Sentences, or Decrees, as shall be most con- 
sonant to the Religion and Manners of the said Natives, 
and to the said Laws and Usages rcsiicctively, and the 
easy Attainment of the Ends of Justice. And in all 
Cases, such Means shall be adopted for compelling 
the Appearance of Witnesses, and taking their Exami- 
nation, as shall bo consistent with the said Laws and 
Usages, so that all Suits may be conducted with as much 
Ease, and at as little -Expense, as shall be consistent with 
the Attainment of substantial Justice. 

Provided Always, and Wo do hereby declare, Certain Persons 
That nothing in this Charter shall extend, or be con- ^ arrested, 
strued to extend, to subject the Person of the Governor- 
General of Fort William or the Person or the Governor 
of Fort St. Georye, or the Person of the Governor of 
Bombay, or any of the Council of the said Settlement of 
Bombay, or the Person of the Chief Justice or any of 
the Justices respectively, for the Time being, to be ar- 
rested or imprisoned, in any Suit, Action, or Proceeding 
in the said Court ; nor shall it be competent for the said 
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Oouri to hear or determine, or to entertain or ex6rci.se 
Certain Casein Jurisdiction in any Suitor Action against the Governor 

Siii^liothuve^ General of Fort William^ ortho (Tovernor of Fort St. 

Jurjhdiction George^ or the Governor of Bombay, or any of the 
Council of the said .settlement of Bombay, for or on ac- 
count of any Act or Order, or any other Act, Matter, 
or Thing whatsoever committed, ordered or done by them 
in their public Capaoitys or acting as Governor General 
of Fort William, or Governor of Fort St George, or Go- 
vernor and Council of Bombay ; nor shall the said Court 
have or exercise any Jurisdiction in any Matter concern- 
ing the Revenue under the Management of the said 
Governor and Council of Bombay^ respectively, cither 
within or beyond the Limits of the said Town, or the 
Foi ts or Factories subordinate thereto, or concerning 
any Act done according to the Usage and Practice of the 
Country, or the Regulations of the Governor and Coun- 
cil of Bombay, aforesaid.

And no Person, for or by Reason of his being em- 
ployed by the said Company, or the Governor and Coun- 
cil of Bombay, or by any Person deriving Authority 
under them, or for or on account of his being employed by 
a Native, or the Descendant of a Native of Great Britain, 
shall become subject to the Jurisdiction of the said 
Court, in any Matter of Inheritance or Succession to 
Goods or Lands, or in any Matter of Dealing or Contract 
between Party and Party, except in Actions for Wrongs, 
or Trespasses only. And provided also, and We do 
further declare, That no Action for Wrong or Injury 
shall lie against any Person whomspever, exercising a 
judicial Office in any Country Court, for any Judg- 
ment, Decree, or Order of such Court, or against any 
Person for anf^Act done by or in virtue of the Order of 
such Court. And in case any Information is intended to 
be brought against any such Person or Officer, the same

And to the End that Justice may be the more speedily The Method of 
and effectually administered in the said Supreme Court of commencing and 
Judicature at Bombay, our Will and Pleasure is, and We do 
hereby further, for Cs, our Heirs and Successors, grant, 
ordain, and appoint. That ui)on any Cause of Action up- 
on which the said Court can Itold Plea, it shall be lawful 
and competent for any Person whomsoever, by himself 
or his lawful Attorney, duly admitted and inrollcd in 
and by the said Court, in the Manner herein provided in 
that Behalf, to prefer to the said Court, and file therein 
of Record, a Plaint or Bill in Writing, containing the 
Cause of Action or Complaint, whereupon the said Court

An Act to incorporate the 0?'cai Indian Peninsula Railway Conijiany, 
and for other Purposes connected therewith. 


[Ist August 1849.] 

Wherras under or by virtue of a Deed of Settlement 
bearing date the Sixteenth Day of April One thousand 
eight hundred and forty-nine, made in conformity with 
the Act passed in tho Seventh and Eighth Years of Her 
7 8 Vkt. c. 110 . Majesty, intituled An AcUfor the Registration, Incorpo* 
ration, and Regulation of Joint Stock Companies, ana of 
the Act for amending the same, the several Persons herein- 
after named are associated together with certain other 
Persons as a Company (conipletely registered), under the 
name of the Great Indian Peninsula Railway Company, 
for the purpose of establishing Railway Communication 
between Bombay and other parts of India on such terms 
and conditions as may be agreed upon by the said Rail- 
way Company and theiia^^ India Company^, and with 
Powers reserved by the said Deed to the said Railway 
Company of extending and varying their undertaking ; 
^ and by the said Deed the Capital of the said Railway 

Company is fixed at the^ sum of Five hundred thousand 
Pounds (but subject to be encreased to the sum of One- 
million Pounds in certain events), and is divided inta 
One hundred thousand shares of Five Pounds each, of 
or to which the Persons herein-after named and the other 
Persons aforesaid are or aro entitled as the registered 
Shareholders of the said Railway Company ; and the said 
Deed of Settlement contains Covenants on the part of the 
Shareholders, Parties thereto, that they will remain 
associated in a Company for the business or purpose 
of making, constructing, working, and maintaining a 
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Railway as therein mentioned, according to the Pro visions 
of the said Act for the Registration, Incorporation, and 
Hegulatiou of Joint Stock Companies, and the said Act 
for amending the last^montioned Act, and with and sub- 
ject to all the Powers, Rights, and Privileges which under 
or by virtue of the said Acts the Company shall lawfully 
have, exercise, and be liable to on its complete Registra- 
tion being certified according to the same Acts, and under 
and subject to the Provisions in the said Deed of Settle- 
ment contained, which Provisions are contained in certain 
Clauses, and numbered respectively from One to Ninety- 
seven inclusive : And whereas the Directors of the said

Robert William Kennard, Cornelius Nichohon, William 
Nicol, and Melvil Wdson, Esquires : And whereas nego- 
tiations are still in progress between the said Railway 
Comj)any and the East India Company with a view to the 
construction by the said Railway Company of the said 
Railway, and the establishing of such Railway Commu- 
nication as aforesaid, upon such terms and conditions as 
shall be mutually agreed upon between them, which terms 
and conditions may in some respects vary from what was 
contemplated at the date of the said Deed of Settlement : 

And whereas the objects and purposes of the said Railway 

Company cannot be ctfectually carried out without 

the Incorporation of the said Railway Company and the 

Authority of Parliament ; May it therefore please Your 

Majesty that it may be enacted ; and be it enacted by the incor)v>riitif>n nnd 

Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice 

and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 

Commons, iu this present Parliament assembled and by 

the Authority of the same, That the Right Honorable the 

Lord Wharncliffe, II ilUayii John Hamilton, Frederick 

Ayrton, Robert Wigrain Crawford, John Griffith Frith, 

Robert William Kennard, Cornelius Nicholson, William 
Nicol, and Melvil Wilson, Esquires, and the several other 
Persons and Corporations who are or shall become Pro- 
prietors and Shareholders in .the said Railway Company, 
and their respective Executors, Administrators, Succes- 
sors, and Assigns, shall bo and are hereby united into 
One Body Corporate, under the name of The Great 
Indian Peninsula Railway Company," for the purpose 
of making and constructing, working and maintaining 
such Railway or Railways in the East Indies, including 
all necessary, convenient, or accessary Extensions, 

Branches, Stocks, and W orks as may be agreed upon 
by the said Railway Company and the East India Com- 
pany, and also of doing and performing all such matters 
and things necessary or convenient for carrying into effect 
the objects and purposes aforesaid as may also be agreed 
upon by the said Railway Company and the India 
Company ; and th(5 Company hereby incorporated by the 
name aforesaid sliall have perpetual Succession and a 
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Common Seal, and by tlie name afdresaid shall and may 
sue and be sued, and shall have power to purchase, take, 
and hold Lands for the purposes aforesaid (including 
Lands in Great Britain for the purpose of the Business 
of the same Company) without incurring any Penalties 
or Forfeitures, and snail have such other Powers as here- 
in-after mentioned. 

IL And be it enacted. That the following words and 
expressions in this Act shall have the several meanings 
hereby assigned to them, unless there he something in the 
subject or the context repugnant to such construction ; 
(that is to say,) words importing the Singular Number 
only shall include the PJurul Number, and words import- 
ing the Plural Number only shall include the Singular 
Number ; words importing the Masculine Gender only 
shall include Females ; the expression this AeP' shall 
include all Clauses and Provisions incorporated there- 
with ; the expression “the Consolidation Act*' shall mean 
the Companies Clauses Consolidation Act, 1845 ; the ex- 
pression “ the Company'^ shall mean the said Railway 
i'ompany incorporated by this Act ; the expression “ the 
Directors'^ shall mean the Directors of the Company 
having the management in Great Britain of the affairs of 
the Company ; the word “ Shareholder" shall mean Share- 
holder, Proprietor, or Member of the Company ; and iti 
referring to any such Shareholder, expressions properly 
applicable to a person shall bo held to apply to a Cor- 
poration. 

III. And be it enacted. That all Property, real and 

I iersonal, and all Deeds, Books, and Writings, be- 
onging to the Company, or which have been 
conveyed to or held by tiny person in trust for the Com- 
pany, and all rights and powers of the Company subject 
to any Engagements affecting the same, shall be vested 
in the Company without the necessity of any Transfer or 
connecting title other than this Act ; and all Contracts, 
Covenants, Engagements, and Liabilities now existing 
with or by the said Railway Company, or any Director, 
Trustee, or Person on behalf of the said Railway Com- 
pany (other than any of the Covenants of the said Deed 
of Settlement which are superseded by the Provisions 
herein-after contained), shall and may be forced by, with; 
and against the Company hereby incorporated, and such 
incorporated Company shall and may sue and be sued in 
respect thereof in the same manner as if such Company 
had been party thereto. 

IV. And be it enacted, That the Provisions of the 
said Act of the Seventh and Eighth Years of Her Ma- 
jesty, and of the said Act for amending the same, so far as 
the same Provisions are by the said Deed of Settlement 
made applicable to the said Company and the affairs of 
the same, shall no longer be of force or' effect as applied to 
the said Company ; and also th?it the said several Clauses 
of the said Deed, numbered respectively from One to 
Ninety-seven, shall no longer be of any force, but shall lx?

far as the same provisions are expressly varied by the 
provisions herein contained ; and that as to the said 
clauses, with respect to the distribution of the Capital of 
the Company into Shares, the Certificate of the Pro- 
prietorship of Shares shall bo admissable in the Supreme 
Courts of Judicature ill India priindfdcie evidence of 
title as in the Courts mentioned in the same Clauses ; and 
that as to the said Clauses with respect to the payment of 
Subscriptions and the means of entbreing the payment of 
Calls, the Supreme Courts of Judicature in India shall 
have jurisdiction in cases where the Company shall sue 
Shareholders in India for the amount of Calls, and the 
same course of procedure shall bo adopted in all actions 
and suits in the said Supreme Courts as inactions and suits 
in England in the like matters under the last-mentioned 
Clauses j and that as to the said Clauses with respect to 
the remedies of Creditors against the Shareholders, the 
Supreme Courts of Judicature in India shall have power 
to order execution to be issued against Shareholders 
residing in India^ such Shareholders being entitled to 
such reiraburseinent as in the said last mentioned Clauses 
is provided ; and that as to the Clauses with respect to the 
proceedings and liabilities of the Directors, every Entry 
signed by the Chairman of a Meeting as in the same

and the Secretary or Treasurer of the Company shall 
have power to authorize by Letter of Attorney some

Government of India such Contracts, Agreements, and 
Arrangements as the respective parties may think fit and 
agree upon, for making any Railway or Railways in India 
and any Telegraphs connected therewith, and for main- 
taining and working the same, and for the other objects 
and purposes aforesaid, including, so for as the said 
respective parties may agree thereto, all or any of the 
provisions following; ; (that is to say,) any provisions for 
securing to the East India Company any focilities, 
rights, and advantages in relation to the saia Railways 
and Premises respectively ; and any provision as to the 
Tolls, Receipts, and profits thereof, and the application 
of sucli Tolls, Receipts, and Profits ; and any Provisions 
for giving to the East India Company, and any of their 
Officers, Servants, or Agents, any absolute or other rights 
of supervising, controlling, directing, regulating, and 
ordering the Company, and the Works, Contracts, Ac- 
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counts, Byo Laws, Acts, Proceedings, Transactions, and 
Affairs of the Company as well in Mnaland as elsewhere ^ 
and any provisions for enabling the East India Company 
to appoint an ex officio Director of the Company, whe- 
ther qualified by holding Shares or not, in the place of

PASSED IN THE YEAR 1850. 


Act No. II. op 1850. 


To amend and extend to Madras and Bombay Act No, VII, 1849. 

[I HA January 1850.] 

Whereas it is expedient to make new provisions for regulating the 
Administration of the Estates of British subjects, dying intestate in the 
several Presidencies of Fort St. George and Bombay, It is enacted as 
follows : 

I. Act No. VIT, 1849, shall be extended, and apply to the several 
Presidencies of Fort St. George and Bombay, subject to the alterations 
hereafter contained, as if, with reference to each of the said Presidencies, 
such Presidency were named therein instead of Bengal and Fort William 
in Bengal j and the Governor of such Presidency in Council, instead of 
the Governor General of India in Council, and tne Chief Town of such 
Presidency, instead of Calcutta^ 

II. The Administrator General at Fort St. George and Bombay res- 
pectively, shall not cease to be Ecclesiastical R^strar of the Supremo 
Court there by virtue of this Act ; and the two Offices of Ecclesiastical 
Registrar and Administrator General may be held at Fort St. George or 
Bombay respectively, by the same person. 

III. The altered rate of Commission, receivable by the Administra- 
tor General at Fort St. George and Bombay respectively, under Act 
YII. 1849 and this Act, shall not take effect until such alteration shall 
be directed by the Governor of Fort St. George and Bombay in Coun- 
cil respectively, until which several times the same rate of Commission 
may be lawfully taken there by the Administrator General, as might 
have been taken by the Ecclesiastical Registrar before the passing of 
this Act. 

IV. It is and is fliclared to be a misdemeanour, punishable by fine 
and imprisonment, for any Administrator General, in any of the Pre- 



sidencies of Fort William in Bengal^ Fort St. Georgo, and Bombay, to 
trade or traffic for hia own benefit, or for the benefit of any other person 
or persons whomsoever, unless so far as ajii>ears to him expedient for 
the due management of the Estates administered by him, und for the 
sole benefit of the several persons entitled to the proceeds of such Estates 
respectively ; but this exception is not to be Construed to alter the civil 
liabilities of the Administrator General as trustee for the estates admi- 
nistered by him. 


Act No. V. dp 1850. 

For freedom of the Coasting Tirade of India, 

[8^A March 1850.] 

Whereas, by an Act of Parliament passed in the thirteenth ylar of 
the reign of Her Majesty, intituled “ An Act to amend the Laws in 
force for the encouragement of British Shipping and Navigation, it is 
enacted, with regard to the Coasting Trade of India, that it shall be 
lawful for the Governor General of India in Council to make any regu- 
lations authorizing or permitting the conveyance of goods or passengers 
from one part of the possessions of the East India Company to another 
part ther(3of. in other than British Ships, subject to such restrictions as 
lie may think necessary, It is enacted as follows : 

I. Goods and Passengers may be conveyed from one part of the 
territories under the Government of the East India Company to 
another part thereof, in other than British Ships, without any restric- 
tion, other than is or shall be equally imposed on British Ships, for 
securing payment of duties of Customs or otherwise. 


Acrr No, VI. op 1850, 

For enabling the Commander -in^^Chi^ to pardon Military Offences, 

\\5th March 1850.] 

Whereas the power of pardoning persons under sentence of a Court 
Martial, for offences which are not punishable by any other authority, 
may be entrusted to the Commander-in-Chiefofthe Military Forces in 
the service of the East India Company in each Presidency, but in all 
other cases ought to belong only to the Supreme Government, It is 
enacted as follows : — 

I. The Commander-in-Chief of the IVIilitary Forces in the service of 
the East India Company, in each Presidency, shall have power to pardon 
any person belonging to the said Forces, convicted by sentence ofa 
Court Martial of any offence gainst the Articles of War framed for the 
government of the Native Officers and Soldiers in the Military service 
of the ]^st India Company, which, wherever committed', is not punish- 
able otherwise than by sentence of a Court Martial ; or, instead of 
granting a fuUp^don to any such parson, may remit any part of the 
punishment alrar^^d for suoh offence. 

IL In such eases, the Commander-in-Chief shall issue a Warrant 
undtjr hishai]^, setting forth the offence, and a copy of the Warrant or 
other instrument by \^ich thdfoffender is kept in custody in execution 
of the? sentence, and pardoning or remitting ^ucliipart of the punish- 
awarded for the o^epce as fo him shall eeem fit. 

Ill, The said Warrant shall be countersigned by the Magistrate of 
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the Zillah or City in which the offender is undergoing his sentence ; or 
if he is confined in any prison belonging to one of the Supreme Courts of 
Judicature estublishod by a Royal Charter, shall be countersigned by a 
Judge of such Court, if it shall appear to such Magistrate or Judge that 
Ifjc offence, wherever committed, is not punishable by any authority 
other than that of a Court Martial ; but not otherwise. 

IV. All Sheriffs, Gaolers, and other persons having custody of any 
offender under sentence of a Court Martial, shall obey and give effect to 
any Warrant of the Commander-in-Chief, countersigned by a Magis- 
trate or Judge of the Supreme Court, as aforesaid, for the pardon and 
release of any offender in their custody respectively, or for the remis- 
sion of any part of his sentence. 


Act No. IX. of 1850. 

Fo 7' tlie more easiy Recovery of Small Debts and Demands in 
Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, 

' [15^A March, 1850.] 

Wherens it is expedient to amend the constitution and practice, and 
to extend the jurisdiction, of the several Courts established at Calcutta, 
Madras, and Bombay, for the Recovery of Small Debts, It is enacted 
as follows : 

I. 'J'he several Courts of Commissioners and of Requests, for the 
Recovery of Small Debts, now holden in the Towns of Calcutta, Madras 
and Bombay, under the authority of the Charter or Justice of King 
George the Second, and of two Acts of Parliament, severally passed in 
the thirty-seventh year and fortieth year of the reign of King George 
the Thira, and of the Regulations ana Proclamations made, from time 
to time, for constituting, and for new-modelling, altering, and reform- 
ing the constitution and jmactice of the said Courts respectively, and of 
Act XII. 1848, shall be holden according to the provisions of this Act, 
from and after such several days as shall bo declared -wilhiii the said 
Towns by proclamation, to be made and published in due form of law in 
each of the said Towns, by the Governor in Council, 

II. Where in this Act the words ‘‘Governor in Council,^' or “Su- 
preme Court, are used, they shall be taken to apply severally to the 
person or persons administering the executive Government, and to the 
Supreme Court established under Royal CJiarter of each of the Presi- 
dencies of Fort William in Bengal, Fort St, George, and Bombay, with 
reference only to the Court holaen under this Act, in the same* Presi- 
dency. 

III. From and after the day declared in any such proclamation, all 
provisions of the said Charter of Justice, and Acts of Parliament, and of 
any Regulation, Act, or Proclamation heretofore made concerning the 
constitution or practice of the Court, referred to in such proclamation, 
shall be rescinded and repealed. 

IV. The style of the several Courts holden under this Act shall be 

the ( ) Court of Small Causes, inserting in the blank space, 

Calcutta, Madras, or Bombay, as the case requires. 

V. The jurisdiction of the several Courts, holden under this Act, 
shall extend over the whole district now wthin the jurisdiction thereof 
respectively, and over? such further district as may, from time to time, 
be declared by proclamation of the Governor in Council ; Provided, 
that 110 proclamation for extending the district of any of the said Courts 
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be made without the previous sanction of the Governor General of India 
in Council. 

VI. Every Court holden under this Act shall be a Court of Record, 

and shall be deenled a Court of Requests within the meaning of Act VII. 
1841, Section VI. • 

VII. All proceedings commenced in any of the said Courts, before 
the time when the constitution and practice of such Court shall be al- 
tered under this act, may be continued, executed, and enforced against 
all persons liable thereunto, in the same manner as if they had been 
commenced according to this Act ; and each of the said Courts shall 
be empowerd in any. case of doubt as to the proper manner of continu- 
ing, executing, or enforcing any such proceedings, to make such orders 
thereon as shall appear to the Court to be necessary for giving full 
effect to this enactment. 

VIII. The Governor in Council shall appoint as many peiMas as 
are necessary, not exceeding three, to be Judges of the Court, one of 
whom shall be a Barrister at Law, or Advocate of one of the Supreme 
Courts of India, or of the Court of Session in Scotland. 

IX. No Judge appointed under this Act phall, during his continuance 
as such Judge, practise as an Advocate, Attorney, or Vakeel in any of 
the Queen’s Courts, ' or any Court of the East India Company, or trade 
or traffic for his own benefit or for the benefit of any person, or be the 
partner of any person so practising, trading, or trafficking. 

X. The Governor General of India in Council may remove any such 
Judge on the application of the Governor in Council. 

XI. Any Judge or Judges of the Supreme Court of Judicature, who 
shall consent to aid in the execution of this Act, may exercise all the 

S owers of a Judge appointed under this Act, and suits may be tried by 
im sitting in the Supreme Court under this Act in like manner as if he 
were a Judge of the Court of Small Causes, and no appointment of a 
Judge under this Act shall be made, while it appears to the Governor in 
Council that the whole business of the Court can be transacted by the 
Judges of the Supreme Court so consenting to act. 

Xll. The duties herein directed to be performed by the Clerk and 
Bailiffs respectively of the Court of Small Causes, shall be performed 
in such cases as are tried by a J udge of the Supreme Court, by such 
Ministerial Officers' of the Supreme Court as shall be, from time to time, 
appointed by the said Judge of the Supreme Court for that purpose, 
and the persons so appointed shall have all the powers and protections 
by this Act given to the Clerk and Bailiffs of the Court of Small Causes 
respectively, and shall receive such remuneration for their services out 
of the fees received in the causes tried by a J udge of the Supreme Court 
as he shall deem reasonable, and the residue shall form part of the ge- 
neral fund of the Court of Small Causes. 

XIII. There shall be a Clerk for every Court holden under this Act, 
whom the Judges of the Court shall appoint, subject to the approval of 
the Governor in Council and may remove, subject to the like approval : 
if necessary, additional Clerks may be appointed with the sanction of the 
Governor m Council 

XIV. The Clerk of each Court §hall issue all summonses, warrants, 
precepts^ and writs of execution, and keep an account of all proceedings 
^ ihe'C^rt, and shall take j^rge of, and keep an account of all Court 
fees, and fines payable or paid into Court, and of all monies paid into, 
and out of Court, and shall enter an account of all such fees, fines, and 
tnomes in a book belonging to the Court, to be kept by hhn fer that pur- 
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pose, and shall, monthly, or at such other times as shall be directed 
by the Governor in Council, submit his accounts to be audited or set- 
tled in such manner as the Governor in Council, from time to time, 
shall direct. • 

* XV. The Judges of every such Court shall, from time to time, ap- 
point a sufficient number of persons to be baililis of the Court, not ex- 
ceeding the number, from time to time, allowed by the Governor 4n 
Council and may at their pleasure suspend or dismiss any Bailiff so ap- 
pointed. 

XVI. The Bailiffs shall attend every sitting of the Court, for such 
time as shall be required by the judges, and shall serve all the sum- 
monses and orders, and execute all the warrants, precepts, and writs, 
issued out of the Court ; and shall, in the execution of their duties, con- 
form to all such general rules as shall be, from time to time, made for 
regulliing the proceedings of the Court. 

XVII. Every Clerk, or other Officer of any such Court, who shall, 
by himself or by any partner, or in any way, directly or indirectly, \>e 
concerned or act as Attornej'^, or Vakeel, or be concerned in any trade 
or profession on his own account, or for any other person, shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of Five Hundred Rupees to any person who shall sue 
for the same in the Supreme Court by action of debtor on the case. 

XVIII. The Clerk and Bailiffs shall givasecurity for such sum, and 
in such manner and form, as the Governor in Council, from time to 
time, shall order, for the due performance of their several offices, and 
for tlxe due accounting for and payment of all monies received by them 
under this Act, or which they may become liable to pay for any mis- 
behaviour in their office. 

XIX. There shall be payable in the Courts holden under this Act 
the fees set forth in the annexed Schedule beside the sum of Tw^o Annas 
in the Rupee on the amount of the sum claimed, which fees shall be 
paid over to an account to be termed the General Fund of the Court. 

XX. The rateable fee or commission shall be paid by the plaintiff 
before the summons issues ; the other fees oil every proceeding shall bo 
paid in the first instance by the plaintiff or i>arty on whose behalf such 
proceeding is to be had, on or before such proceeding : if the plaintiff 
recover a less sum than he has demanded, the defendant shall not, in 
any case, be required to repay to him more than the fees and commis- 
sion calculated upon the sum recovered. Jf the case is settled by 
agreeraeni of the parties, before hearing, half the amount of the fees 
paid up to that time shall be returned to the parties by whom they have 
been severally paid. The Judges of the said Court may at their discre- 
tion grant summons to poor plaintiffs w ithout deposit, or with a partial 
deposit of fees and commission, and also may remit costs wholly or 
partially to poor suitors. 

XXI. The Governor in Council may, at any time, lessen the amount 
of the fees to be taken in the Court holdon under this Act, in such man- 
ner as to him shall seem fit, and may agaia increase such fees^ so that 
the scale of fees given in this Act be not in any case surpassed. 

XXII. The Governor in Council shall, from time to time, make 

such rules as to him shall seem meet for securing the balances, and other 
sums of money in the hands of any officers of every Court holden under 
this Act, and for the due accounting for application of all such balan- 

ces and other sums of money. 

XXIIl. The Courts shall sit daily, except bn Sundays, Christmas- 
day, and Good Friday, and on Native or other Holidays which the 
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Governor in Council shall direct the Court to observe ; and each of the 
Judges may sit apart from the others or with either of them, at the' 
same time or at different times ; and any one or two of the said Judges 
• so sitting apart shall have all the judicial authority which is herein given 
to all the Judges. 

XXIV. A Seal shall be made for every Court holden under this Act, 
under the direction of the Governor in Council, and all summonses and 
other process issuing out of the Court shall be sealed or stamped with 
the Seal of the Court ; and every person, who shall forge the Seal or any 
process of the Court, or who shall serve or enforce any such forged pro- 
cess, knowing the same to be forged, or deliver or cause to be delivered 
to any person any paper falsely purporting to be a copy of any summons, 
or other process of the said Court, knowing the same to be false, or w'ho 
shall act or profess to act under any false colour or pretence of t|^ pro- 
cess of the said Courts, shall be guilty of felony. 

XXV. All suits, where the debt or damage claimed or value of the 
property in dispute is not more than Five Hundred Rupees, whether on 
balance of account or otherwise, may he brought in the Court of Small 
Causes ; and all such suits brought in the said Court shall be heard 
and determined in a summary way, and every defence which would be 
deemed good in the Supreme Court sitting as a Court of Equity shall 
Ik 3 a good bar to any legal demand in the Court of Small Causes. Pro- 
vided always, that the Court shall not have jurisdiction in any matter 
concerning the revenue, or conc.erning any Act ordered or clone by the 
Governor, or Governor General, or any Member of the Council of 
India, or of any Presidency,* in his public capacity, or done by any per- 
son by order of the Governor General or Governor in Council, or con- 
cerning any act ordered or done by any Judge or Judicial Officer in the 
execution of his office, or by any person in pursuance of any judgment 
or order of any Court, or any such Judge or Judicial Officer, or in any 
suit for libel or slander. 

XXVI. On the application of any* person desirous to bring a suit 
under this Act, the C lerk of the Court shall issue, under the seal of the 
Court, a summons which shall be numbered, and shall set forth the 
names of the plaintiff and defendant, the cause of action, with such par- 
ticulars as shall be, from time to time, directed by the Rules of the 
Court, and the amount sued for, and shall be served on the defendant, 
so many days before the day on wdiich the Court sliall be holden at 
wdiich the cause is to be tried as shall be directed by the rules for regu- 
latingthe practice of the C<»urt ; and delivery of such summons to the 
defendant, or in sucli other manner as shall be specified in the rules of 
practicei, shall be deemed good service ; and no misnomer or inaccurate 
description of any person or place in any such summons shall vitiate the 
same, if the person or place be therein described so as to be commonly 
krtowm 

XXVIL No mis-statement of the cause of action in the summons 
issued under thivS Act shall vitiate the same, and the Judges of the Court 
may, in their discretion, rectify such mis-statement as soon as dis- 
eovered, and alter the record accordingly, and if the defendant, or one 
of defendants, be present in Couft at the time of such discovery, the 
bearing of the cause after the record shall have been so altered, shall be 
proceeded with as if no such mis-statement had happened, but in the 
absence of the defendant or of all the defendants, a new summons of the 
toic number and date as the original summons shall be issued, with the 
altered staUsment of the cause of action. 



XXVIJI. All persons shall be deemed within the jurisdiction of the 
Court, who dwell or carry on their business or work for gain within 
the district of the Court at the time of bringing the action, or who did 
so dwell or carry on their business or work therein at the time when 
the cause of action arose, or within six months before the time of 
bringing the action for causes of action which arose within the same 
time. 

XXIX. Any summons or other process of any of the said Courts, 
service of which is needed out of the district of the Court, may be ex- 
hibited in any Court of Law, or before any Magistrate, and shall be 
thereupon endorsed by the Magi^'^^ate or Judge of such Court ; and, 
when so endorsed, may be served m like manner as any order or process 
from such Court or Magistrate ; and such service shall be as valid as if 
the same had been made by the Bailiif of the Court out of which such 
summons or other process shall have issued within the jurisdiction of 
the Court for which he acts. 

XXX. Service of any summons or other process, of the Court, 
which shall require to be served out of the district of the Court, may be 
proved by affidavit, or solemn affirmation, purporting to be sworn or 
made before any Judge or Magistrate; and, in every case of the un- 
avoidable absence of the Bailiff by whom any summons or other process 
of the Court has been served, the service of such summons or other 
process may bo proved, if the Judges think fit, in the same manner as 
a summons served out of the district of the Court ‘ 

XXXI. Any minor may prosecute n suit in any Court holden 
under this Act for any sura of money not greater than Five Hundred 
Rupees, which may be due to him for wages or pieco-work, or for 
work as a sej^ant, in the same manner as if he were of full age. 

XXXII. ^he jurisdiction of the Court shall extend to the recovery 
of any demand not exceeding the sum of Five Hundred Rupees, which 
is the whole or part of the unliquidated balance of a partnership 
account, or the amount or part of the amount of a distributive share 
under an intestacy, or of any legacy under a will. 

XXXII f. Any Executor or Administrator may sue and be sued in 
any Court holden under this Act, in like manner as if ho were a party in 
his own right ; and judgment and execution slialJ bo such as in the like 
case would be given or issued in the Supreme Court in the like case : but 
no Executor or Administrator shall be summoned in that capacity 
within six months after the death of the person whose Executor or 
Administrator he is. 

XXXIV. A plaintiff shall not bo allowed to divide any cause of 
action, for the sake of bringing two or more suits in any of the said 
Courts ; but any plaintiff, having cause of action for more than Five 
Hundred Rupees, may abandon the excess, which shall be entered in the 
record, and stated in the summons, and thereupon tho plaintiff shall, on 
proving his case, recover to an amount not exceeding Five Hundred 
Rupees ; and the judgment of the Court shall be in full discharge of all 
demands in respect of such cause of action ; and entry of tho judgment 
shall be made accordingly. 

XXXV. Tho Governor General and Members of the Supreme Coun- 
cil of India, the Governors and Members of Council of the Presidencies 
of Fort William in Bengal, Fort St. George, and Bombay, respectively, 
and the Chief Justices and Judges of the several Supreme Courts 
established therein by Royal Charter, shall not be liable to arrest or 
imprisonment by process issuing out of any Court holden under this Act 
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and no wr,it or process shall be sued out of the said Court ag:ainst anjr 
ofthe persons privileged by Act I. 1844, or Act XVIIL 1848, without 
the consent of the Governor in Council. 

XXXVI. Where any plaintilF shall have any demand reeoverablo 
under this Act, whether founded on contract or wrong, against two or 
more persons jointly answerable, it shall be sufficient if any of such per- 
sons bo served with process, and judgment may be obtained and execu- 
tion issued against the person or persons so served, notwithstanding 
that others jointly liable, may not have been served or sued, or may not 
be within the jurisdiction ofthe Court ; and every such person against 
whom judgment shall have been obtained under this Act, and who shall 
have satisfied such judgment, shall be entitled to demand and recover in 
the Court, holden under this Act, contribution from any other person 
jointly liable with him j and in all cases of misjoinder of defendants, the 
judges may order the suit to proceed against such of the defendants 
only against whom cause of action appears, and may give judgment 
against them only ; giving also judgment for costs for the defendants 
im properly j oined. 

XXXVII. The Judges ofthe Court shall be empowered to determine 
all questions as well of lact as of law or equity, as administered in the 
Supreme Court, in all cases which they have authority to try. 

XXXVIII. On the day in that benalf named in the summons, the 
plaintiff shall appear, and thereupon the defendant shall be required to 
appear to answer ; and on answer being made in Court, the Judges 
shall proceed in a summary way to try the cause,, and give judgment, 
without firther pleading or formal joinder of issue. 

X X X I X. A defendant, having any cause of action against the plain- 
tiff, whether or not the same exceeds rive Hundred liupeeajlphall be en- 
titled to set the same against the plaintifTs demand, and i^udgment is 
given in such case for the plaintiff’, shall be entitled to sue the plaintiff 
for the balance only of his original demand, after deducting the amount 
of debtor damages and costs recovered against him under this Act. 

XL. The Judges may, in any case, with the consent of both parties 
to the suit, order the same, with or without other matters within the 
jurisdiction of the Court in dispute between such parties, to be referred 
to arbitration, to such person or persons, and in such manner, and on 
such terms as they shall think reasonable and just ; and such reference 
shall not be revocable by either party, except by consent of the Judges ; 
and the award ofthe arbitrator or arbitrators, or umpire, shall be entered 
as the judgment in the cause, and shall be as l)inding and effectual to 
all intents, as if given by the Judges ; provided, that the Judges may, 
if they think fit, on a]q)lication to them at the first Court held after the 
entry of such award, set aside any such award, or may with the consent 
of both parties, revoke the reference, or order another reference to be 
made in the manner aforesaid. 

XLI. The Judges of each Court, holden under this Act, subject to 
theapprovaloftbe Judges of the Supreme Court, shall have power to 
make and issue all the general rules for regulating the practice and pro- 
ceedings of the Court, and also to frame forms for every proceeding 
in Court for which they shall think it necessary that a form be pro* 
and also for keeping all books, entries, and accounts to be kept 
Clerk of the Court, and, from time to time, to alter any such 
rw or form ; and the rules so made and the forms so framed, shall be 
observed and used in the Court of that Presidency, and shall be sent to 
the Supreme Court for approval, but shall be of force until disapproved ; 
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and in any ease, not expressly provided for herein, or by the said rules, 
che general principles of practice in the Supreme Court may be adopted 
and applied at the discretion of the Judges, to actions and proceedings in 
theif Court. 

XLII. If upon the day of the return of any summons, or at any 
continuation or adjournment of the said Court, or of the cause for which 
the said summons shall have been issued, the plaintiff shall not appear, 
the cause shall be struck out ; and if he shall ajfpcar, but shall not make 
proof of his demand to the satisfaction of the Court, the Judges may 
nonsuit the plaintiff or give judgment lor the defendant ; and, in either 
case, where the defendant shall appear and shall not admit the demand, 
may award to the defendant, by way of costs and satisfaction for his 
trouble and attendance, such sum as they, in their divSeretion, shall think 
fit; and such sum shall be recoverable from the plaintiff by gucli ways 
and means as any debt or damage ordered to be paid by the same Court 
can be recovered : provided always, that if the plaintiff shall not appear 
when called upon, and the defendant, or some one duly authorized on 
his behalf, shall appear, and admit the cause of action to the full amount 
claimed, and pay the fees payable in the first instance by the plaintiff, 
the Court if it shall think fit may proceed to give judgment, as if the 
plaintiff had appeared. 

XLlll. If on the day so named in the summons, or at any continua- 
tion or adjournment of the Court, or cause in which the summons was 
issued, the defendant shall not appear or sufficiently excuse his absence, 
or shall neglect to answer when called in Court, the Judges, upon due 
proof of service of the summons, may issue a writ of attachment to 
compel the appearance of the defendant ; or in their discretion, may 
proceed to tliti hearing or trial of the cause on the part of the plaintiff 
only ; and the judgment thereupon shall be as valid as if both parties 
haa attended ; provided always, that the Judges in any such casi^ at 
the same or any subsequent Court, may set aside any judgment so given 
in the absence of the defondunt, and the execution thereupon ; and may 
grant new trial of the cause, upon such terms, as to payment of costs, 
giving security for debt or costs, or otherwise, as they think fit on 
sufficient cause shown to them for that purpose. ' 

XLI V. The Judges may, in any case, make orders for granting time 
to the jilaintiff or defendant to proceed in the prosecution or defence of 
the suit, and also may, from time to time, adjourn any Court, or the 
hearing or further hearing of any cause, in such manner as to them 
may seem fit. 

XLV. The defendant, in' any action brought under this Act, for the 
recovery of money, whether for debt or damages, within such time as 
shall be directed by the rules for regulating the practice of the Court, 
may pay into Court such sura of money as he shall think a full satisfac- 
tion for the demand of the plaintiff’, with the costs incurred by the plain- 
tiff up to the time of such payment ; and the said sum of money shall be 
paid to the plaintiff; but if ne shall elect to proceed, and, if the plaintiff 
sh^l recover no further sum in the action than shall have been so paid 
into Court, the plaintiff shall pay to the defendant the costs, incurred by 
him in the said action after such payment ; and such costs shall be settled 
by the Court, and an order shall thereupon be made by the Court for the 
payment of such costs by the plaintiff. 

XLVI. On the hearing or trial of any action or any other proceeding 
under this Act, the parties thereto, their wives, and all other persons, 
may be examin^> on behalf of either the plaintiff or defendant, subject 
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nevertbeless to the Acts and Regulations in force with respect to the 
examination of women of a rank and situation in life, which, according 
to the customs of the country, would render it improper to compel them 
to appear in a Court of J ustice. 

X^LVII. Every person shall be examined on oath, or when exempt 
by law from taking an oath in any Court of Justice, on solemn affirma- 
tion, and every person, in any examination upon oath or solemn 
affirmation under tliis Act, shall wilfully and corruptly give false evi- 
dence, shall be deemed guilty of perjury. 

XLVIII. Either of the parties to tlie suit or any other proceeding 
under this Act may obtain, at the office of the Clerk of the Court, 
summonses to witnesses, with or without a clause requiring the produc- 
tion of books, deeds, papers and writings in their possession or control, 
and in any such summons any number of names may be inserted. 

XLIX. Every person, on whom any such summons shall have been 
served, either personally or in such other manner as shall be directed by 
the general rules or jjractice of tlie Court, and who shall refuse or 
neglect, without sufficient cause, to appear, or to produce any books, 
papers, or writings required by such summons to be produced, and also 
every person present in Court, who shall be required to ^ive evidence, 
and who shall refuse to be sworn and give evidence, shall forfeit and pay 
such fine, not exceeding One Hundred Rupees, as the Judges shall set 
on him ; and the whole or any part of such fine, in the discretion of the 
Judges, utlor deducting the costs, may f>e applied towards indemnifying 
the party injured by such refusal or neglect, 

L. The J udges of any Court established under this Act, in all suits 
where the debt or demand exceeds the sum of Thirty Rupees, upon proof 
before them, that any defendant against whom a summons has been 
taken out, conceals himself from, or otherwise evades process of the 
Coi#t, or is disposing of his property and effects with intent to defraud 
the plaintiff, or liis creditors generally, or is about to withdraw his per- 
son or effects from the juris(liction of the Court, may issue a warrant 
for the apprelwnsion of such person, and may commit him to gaol until 
he shall find security for his apjwarance in the said Court from time to 
time, until judgment shall be pronounced in the suit commenced by sucli 
summons, and for payment ci'the amount and the costs which may be 
decreed against him therein. 

LI. Payment of any fine imposed by any Court under tlie authority 
of this Act may be enforced upon the order of the Judges, in like 
manner as payment of any debt adjudged in the said Court, and shall 
be accounted for as herein iirovided. 

LII. All the costs of any action or proceeding in the Court, not 
herein otherwise provided for, shall be paid by or apportioned between 
the parties, in such manner as the Judges shall think fit ; and in default 
of any special direction, shall abide the event of the action ; and execu- 
tion may issue for the recovery of any such costs, in like manner as for 
any debt adjudged in the said Court. 

LII I. Every order and judgment of any Court holden under this 
Act, except as nerein provided, shall be final and conclusive between 
the |>arties j but the J ud^es shall have power to consult the plaintiff, in 
every in which satisfectory proof sliall not be given to them, 
entiiimg ^her the plaintiff or defendant to the judgment of the Court ; 
and shiul also, in every case whatever, have the power, if they shall 
iWnk fit, to order a new trial to be had, upon such terms as they shall 
Wnk reasonable, and in the mean time to stay the proceedings. 
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LIV. No cause commenceil in any Court, holden under this -Act, 
shall be removed from the said Court into the Supreme Court by any 
writer process, unless the debt or damage, or value of the property 
claimed exceeds One Hundred Rupees, and then only by leave of a 
Judge of the said Supreme Court, on proof to his satisfaction that some 
question of law or equity is likely to arise therein, which, by reason 
either of its difficulty, novelty, or general importance, or of some erro- 
neous course of decision on the same point in the Courts of Small Causes, 
may appear to him fit to be tried in the Supreme Court, and upon such 
terms as to payment of costs, givi .g security for debt or costs, or other- 
wise, as he shall think fit. 

LV. The Judges of the Court of Small Causes may, in their discre- 
tion, reserve any question of law or equity on which they entertain 
doubts, or which they shall be requested by either party to the suit to 
reserve, for the opinion of the Judges of the Supremo Court, and sliall 
give judgment, contingent upon the opinion oftW said Supreme Court, 
on a case which they shall thereupon be entitled to state to the said 
Court. If only two Judges sit together, and shall differ in opinion, the 
question on which they differ shall be so referred. 

LVI. The Judges may make orders concerning the time or times, 
and by what instalments, any debt or damages, or costs, for which 
judgment shall be obtained in the said Court, shall be paid ; and all such 
monies shall be paid into Court, unless the Judges shall otherwise 
order. 

LVII. If there be cross judgments between the parties, execution 
shall be taken out by that party only who shall have obtained judgment 
for the larger sum, and for so much only as shall remain after deduct- 
ing the smaller sum ; and satisfaction for the remainder shall be entered, 
as well as satisfaction on the judgment for the smjilhn- sum ; and, ilboth 
sums shall bo equal, satisfaction shall be entered iiponboth judgrneffts. 

LVI 1 1. Whenever the Court shall have ma<lc an order for the pay- 
ment of money, the amount shall be recoverable, in case of default or 
failure of payment thereof forthwith, or at the time or tiirnis and in the 
manner directed, by execution against the body or flie goods and chat- 
tels of the person against whom such order is made, without further 
notice or order ; and the clerk of the said Court, at the request of the 
person prosecuting such order, shall issue under the seal of the Court a 
writ of execution to one of the Bailifts of the Court, which shall be his 
warrant to take the body of such person in execution, or to levy, or 
cause to be levied, by distress and sale of goods and chattels of such 
person such sum of money as shall be so ordered, wheresoever they may 
be found within the district of the' Court, and also the costs of the 
execution ; and all Constables and other Peace Officers within their 
several jurisdictions shall aid in the execution of evorv such writ, 

LIX. • If the Court shall have made any order for payment of any 
sum of money by instalments, execution upon such order shall not 
issue until after default in payment of some instalment according to 
such order 5 and execution or successive executions may then issue 
without further notice or order for the whole of the said sum of money 
and costs then remaining unpaid, or for such portion thereof as the 
Court shall order, either at the time of making the original order, or at 
any subsequent time, under the seal of the Court. 

lx. Whenever any warrant shall issue for taking in execution the 
body of any person under this Act, the Bailiffe of tne Cpurt shall be 
empowered, by virtue thereof, to take and convey him to any prison. 
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appointed by the Governor in Council to be the prison of the Court, 
there to remain for such term as shall be directed by the warrant, not 
longer than six calendar months, or until he shall sooner perform the 
order of the Court. 

LXI. No person shall be imprisoned twice under the same judg-- 
ment, nor shall execution against the body and goods issue at the 
same time under the same judgment. 

LXH. Every person siting out a warrant of execution against the 
body of any person under this Act shall deposit with the Clerk of the 
(.'ourt, at the time of the issue of the warrant, diet money for one week, 
after the rate of one anua and a half for each day, which shall be paid 
by the Clerk to the Keeper of the Prison at the time of the execution 
of the warrant. 

LXI II. Notice of the execution of every such warrant shall be 
forthwith given to th.e person at whose suit it is issued, who shall there- 
upon deposit with the Keeper of the Prison, diet money for the re- 
mainder of the month in winch the warrant is executed, after the same 
daily rate, and shall continue thereafter to deposit monthly with the 
said Keeper, in advance, diet money at the same daily rate, for each 
month which the debtor is liable to be kept in prison at his suit. 

LXI W The diet money shall be employed for the subsistence of the 
prisoner; and if, by default of the detaining creditor, such diet money 
18 not paid, the prisoner shall be entitled to his discharge by order of 
the Court, 

LXV. All diet money, which shall be spent in providing subsistence 
for any prisoner, shall bo costs in the cause, and all diet money, which 
shall not be so spent, shall be repaid to tlie creditor advancing the 
same. 

LXV[. Whenever any prisoner shall offer good and reasonable 
secudllty for payment of any debt or damage and costs, either in full or 
by instalments, as the Court shall think reasonable, the Court may 
order him to be discharged on giving such security. 

LX VI I. Upon payment or the debt or damage and costs in full, 
the prisoner shall be entitled to be forthwith discharged. 

LXVIII. If the debt or damage and costs are not paid, the impri- 
sonment shall not extinguish the liability to pay the same ; but all 
property then belonging to or afterwards acquired by the prisoner 
shall be liable to be taken in execution, after his discharge from prison,, 
for satisfaction thereof, or of so much thereof as is not paid, including 
the diet money actually expended for subsistence of the prisoner. 

LX IX. Every Bailiff executing any process of execution issu- 
ingout of the said Court against the goods of any person, may, 
by virtue thereof) seize and take any of the goods of such person, 
(excepting the necessary wearing apparel and beading of such person or 
his family, and the tools and implements of his trade,) and may also 
seize and take any money or Bank notes, and any cheques, bills of ex- 
change, promissory notes, bonds, specialties or securities for money be- 
longing to any such person against whom any execution shaft hare 
issuira as aforesaid. 

LXX. The Bailiff shall forthwith deliver any cheques, bills of ex- 
change, promissory notes, bonds, specialties, or other securities for 
money, which shall have been so seized or taken as aforesaid, to the 

t Clerk or other person appointed by the Judges to receive the imme, 
0 shall hold them as a security or securities for the amount direct- 
to be levied by such execution, oi* so much thereof as shaft not have 
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b^n otherwise levied or raised for the benefit of the plaintiff ; and the 
plaintiff may sue in the name of the defendant, or in the name of any 
person in whose name the defendant might have sued, for the recovery 
of the sum or sums secured, or made payable thereby, when the time of 
payment thereof shall have arrived. 

LXXI. If it shall, at any time, appear to the satisfaction of the Court 
that any defendant is unable, from sickness or other sufficient cause, to 
pay and discharge the debt or damages recovered against him, or any 
instalment thereof ordered to be paid as aforesaid, the Judges, in their 
discretion, may suspend or stay any judgment, order, or execution 
given, made, or issued in such action, for such time and on such terms 
as they shall think fit, and so, from time to time, »ntil it shall appear 
by the like proof as aforesaid that such temporary cause of disability 
has ceased. 

LXXll. No sale ofany goods, which shall be taken in execution as 
aforesaid, shall be made until after the end of five days at least next 
following the day on wdiich such goods have been so taken, unless such 
goods be of a perishable nature, or upon the request, in writing, of the 
party whose goods have been taken. 

LXXIII. Until such sale, the goods shall be deposited by the 
Bailiff by whom they were taken in some fit place, or they may remain 
in the custody of a fit person approved by the Judges to be put in pos- 
session by the Bailiff. 

LXXIV, Thq Judges from time to time, as they shall think proper, 
may appoint such and so many persons for keeping possession, and so 
many of their Bailiffs or other fit persons to be sworn brokers and ap- 
praisers for the purpose of selling or valuing aiiy goods, chattels or 
effects taken in execution under this *\ct, as shall appear to thorn to be 
nece.ssary, and may direct security to be taken from each of them, for 
such sum and in such manner as they shall think fit, for the faithA^H^er- 
formanco of their duties, without injury or oppression j and the Judges 
may dismiss any person, broker, or appraiser so appointed. 

LXXV. No goods taken in execution under ibis Act shall be sold for 
the purpose of satisfying the warrant of execution ,* except by one of the 
brokers or appraisers so appointed. 

LXXVI. The costs to be dcirmiided or taken for sftch appraisement 
and sale, shall be One Anna in the Rupee on the produce of the goods 
sold j and the Judges may apply the sum so raised as costs towards 
payment of the contingent charges and remuneration of the said brokers 
and appraisers, in such manner as shall be approved by the Governor in 
Council. 

LXXVII. The Clerk of the Court shall keep an account of nil sums 
received upon such sales, distinguishing the amount paid to the party 
entitled to the benefit of the execution, and the amount levied and re- 
tained as costs, and also of all sums allowed to the brokers and apprais- 
ers upon such sales. 

LaXVIII, Whenever any defendant against whom judgment shall 
have been given in the Court of Small Causes, shall go before execution 
thereof out of the jurisdiction of the Court, the Judge of any Zillah or 
Town where he shall be found, upon receiving from the plaintiff, either 
in person or vakeel, an application in writing setting forth these facts^ 
with a duly authenticated copy of the judgment of the Court, shall 
execute the said judgment in the manner prescribed by law for execu- 
tion of his own decrees ; unless the defendant shall allege any reasonable 
cause why the judgment should not be executed, and ^all give security 
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to such amount as the Judge of such Zillah or Town shall deem reason- 
able, that he will, within such time as shall be allowed him for that 
purpose, either satisfy the judgment or produce a duly authenticated 
copy of an order of the J udges of the Court of Small Causes, discharging 
their former judgment. 

LXXIX. No judgment or execution shall be stayed, delayed, or 
reversed, upon or by any writ of error or supersedeas thereon, to be 
sued for the reversing of any judgment given in any Court holden under 
the provisions of this Act, unless the amount recovered exceeds One 
Hundred Rupees, and then only after the person suing out sueh writ 
shall become bound with two sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
Clerk of the Court, i* treble the sum ad judged to bo recovered in the 
former judgment, to prosecute the said writ with effect, and also to 
satisfy and pay (if the writ be not prosecuted, or if the judgment be 
affirined,) the debt or damages and costs and damages to be awarded 
for the delay of execution. 

LX XX. Upon every warrant of execution Issued against the goods 
and chattels of any person, the Clerk of the Court shall cause to be stated 
the sura of money and costs adjudged, with the sura paid for such war- 
rant ; and if the party against whom such execution shall be issued shall 
before an actual sale of tlie goods and chattels, pay or cause to be paid or 
tendered unto the Clerk of the Court, or to the Bailiff holding the war- 
rant of execution, such sum of money and costs, us aforesaid, or such 
part thereof as the person entitled thereto shall agree to accept in full of 
nis debt or damages and costs, together with the fees, herein directed to 
be paid, the execution shall be superseded, and the goods and chattels 
of the said party shall be discharged and set at liberty. 

LXXXI. Tno Clerk of every Court holden under this Act shall 
cause a record of all summonses, and of all orders, and of all judgments 
anifcecutions, and returns thereto, and of all fines, and of allother pro- 
ceedings of the Court, to be fairly entered from time to time, in a bpok 
or books belonging to the Court, which shall be kept at the Office of the 
Court, and shall be duly autluinticated Ti>y one or more of the Judges ; 
and such entries in the said book or books, or a copy thereof bearing 
the seal of the Court, and purporting to be signed and certified as a true 
copy by the Clerk of the Court, shall be admitted in all Courts and places 
as evidence of such entries, and of the proceeding referred to by such 
entry or entries, and of the regularity of such proceeding, without any 
fartner proof. 

LXXXII, The Clerk of every such Court shall, in the month of 
March, in each year, make out a correct list of all sums of money 
belonging to suitors in the Court, wliich shall have been paid into Court, 
and which shall have remained unclaimed for five years liefore the first 
day of tbe month of January then last past, specifying the names of the 
parties for whom or on whose account the same were so paid into Court ; 
and a copy of such list shall be put up and remain during Court hours in 
some conspicuous part of the Court House, and at all times in the Clerk’s 
Office ; and all sums of money which shall have been paid into anv such 
Court, to the ust? ofany suitor or suitors thereof, and which shall have 
remained unclaimed for the period of six years before the passing of 
this Aet^ and which are now in the hands of any Commissioner or 
Officer of such Court, or otherwise held in trust for such suitors, and 
ffil further sums of money which shall hereafter be paid into such Court 

the use of any suitor or suitors thereof, shall, it unclaimed for the 
paiod of six years after the same shall have been so paid into Court, be 
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tipplicable as part of tlie fees receivable on account of the Court, and shall 
be carried to the same account ; and no person shall be entitled to claim 
any sum which shall have* remained unclaimed for six years ; but no 
time during which the person entitled to claiig such sum shall have 
been an infant, or married woman, or of unsound mind, or out of the 
territories under the Government of the East India Company, shall be 
taken into account in estimating the said period of six years. 

LXXXIII. If any person shall wilfully insult any Judge, Clerk, or 
Officer of the said Court, for the time being, during his sitting or at- 
tendance in Court, or shall wilfully interrupt the proceedings of the 
Court, or otherwise misbehave in Court, it shall be lawful for any 
Bailiff or Officer of the Court, with or without the assistance of any 
other person, by the order of the Judges, to take such offender into 
custody, and detain him until the rising of the Court; and the Judges 
shall be empowered, if they shall think fit, by a warrant under their 
hands, and sealed with the seal of the Court, to commit any such 
offender to any prison to which they have power to commit oAenders 
under this Act, for any time not exceeding seven days, or to impose 
upon any such offender a fine, not exceeding Fifty Rupees, for every 
such offence, and in default of payment thereof to commit the offender 
to any such prison as aforesaid, for any time not exceeding seven days, 
unless the said fine be sooner paid, or instead of inflicting summary 
punishment under this Act may cause the offender to be indicted in the 
Supreme Court, if the offence be an indictable misdemeanour. 

LXXXIV. If any Officer or Bailiff' of any Court holden under this 
Act shall be assaulted while in the executi^ of his duty, or if any 
rescue shall be made or attempted to be madr of any person arrested, 
or goods levied under process of the Court, the person so offending 
shall be liable to a fine, not exceeding One Hundred Rupees, to b^re- 
covered by order of the Court, or before a Magistrate as hereii®fter 
provided ; and the Bailiff of the Court, or any Peace Officer, in any 
such case, may take the offender into custody, (with or without war- 
rant,) and bring him before such Court or Magistrate accordingly. 

LXXXV. If any Bailiff of the said Court, who shall be employed 
to execute any warrant of the Court, shall, by neglect, or connivance, 
or omission, lose an opportunity of executing such warrant, then, 
upon complaint of the party aggrieved by reason of such neglect, con- 
nivance, or omission, (and the fact alleged being proved to the satis- 
faction of the Court,) the Judges sliEill order the Bailiff to pay such, 
damages as it shall appear that the plaintiff' has sustained thereby, not 
exceeding in any case the sum of money for which the said execution ia 
issued, and the Bailiff shall be liable thereto ; and upon demand made 
thereof, and on his refusal so to pay and satisfy the same, payment 
thereof shall be enforced by such ways and means as are herein pro- 
vided for enforcing a judgment recovered in the said Court, without 
pr^udico, nevertheless, to the execution of the original warrant. 

LXXXVI. If any Clerk, Bailiff, or Officer of the Court, acting 
under colour 'or pretence of the process of the said Court, shall be 
charged with extortion or misconduct, or with not duly paying or ac- 
counting for any money levied by him under the authority of this Act, 
the Judges may inquire into such matter in a summary way, and for* 
that purpose may summon and enforce the attendance of all necessary 
parties in like manner as the attendance of witnesses in any case be 
enforced, and may make such order thereupon for the repayment o^any 
money extorted, or for the due payment of any money so levied as 
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aforesaid^ and for the payment of such damages and costs, as they shall 
think just ; and also, if they shall think fit, may impose such fine u{>on the 
Clerk, BailitF or Officer, not exceeding One Hundred Rupees for each 
otfence as they deem aej^quato ; and in default of payment of money so 
ordered to bo paid, payment of the same may l)o enforced by such ways 
and means as are herein provided for enforcing a judgment recovered in 
the said Court. 

LXXXVII. Every Clerk, Bailiff, or other Officer employed in put- 
ting this Act or any of the powers thereof in execution, who shall wil- 
f^ttlJy anc^^rruptly exact, take, or accept any fee or reward whatsoever, 
other than his lawful salary, for anything done or to bo done by virtue 
of this Act, or on any account whatsoever relative ^o putting this Act 
into execution, shall, upon proof thereof before the said Court, and in 
the case of a Clerk, on confirmation of the finding of the Court by th(! 
Governor in Council, be for ever incapable of serving or being^employed 
under this Act in any office of profit or emolument, and shall also be 
liable for damages as heroin provided. 

LXXXVIII. If any claim shall bo made to, or in respect of, any 

f oods or chattels taken in execution under the process of any Court 
olden under this Act, or in respect of the proceeds or value thereof, by 
any person not being the party against whom such process has issued, 
the Clerk of the Court, ujTon application of the Officer charged with the 
execution of such process, as well before as after any action brought 
against such Officer, inay issue a summons, calling before the said Court, 
as well the party issuing such process as the party making such claim, 
and thereupon any acti^, which shall have been brought in the Su- 
preme Court in respect m such claim, shall bo stayed, and any Judge 
of the Supremo Court, on proof of the issue of such summons, and 
that the goods and chattels were so taken in execution, may order the 
partjf bringing such action to pay the costs of ail proceedings had upon 
such action after the issue of such su^lmons out of the Court of Small 
Causes, and the Judges of the Court of‘ Small Causes shall adjudicate 
upon such claim, and make such order between the parties in respect 
thereof, and of the costs of the proceedings, as to them shall seem fit, and 
such order shall be enforced in like manner as any order made in any 
suit brought in such Court. 

LXXXIX. The powers of Act VII. 1847, to regulate distress for 
small rents in Calcutta, shall be extended to the recovery of all arrears 
of rent not exceeding Five Hundred Rupees, and the Judges of every 
Court of Small Causes under this Act shall be empowered to exercise 
within their several jurisdictions the extended powers of the said Act ; 
and the said Act shall be construed as if, instoacl of Calcutta and the Set- 
tlement of Fort William in Bengal, the limits of the jurisdiction of the 
Court had been therein mentioned, and the Judges of the Court of 
Small Causes under this Act instead of the Commissioners of the Court 
therein mentioned, and the amount of Five Hundred Rupees instead of 
One Hundred Rupees, and the forms contained in the Schedule annex- 
ed to the said Act shall be altered accordingly, and shall refer to this 
Act instead of Act VII. 1847. 

, XC. Hie aMdavit of arrear required by the said Act No. VII. 1847 
may, in every case, be made either by the person entitled to such arrear 
or by his or her lawfully constituted attorney, and a warrant of distress 
issue on such afiiaavit. 

,XCI. Where any person shall hold or occupy any house, land, or 
tenement, of which the value or the rent payable in respect thereof. 
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tJoes not exceed the rate of Five Hundred Rupees by the year, without 
leave of the owner, or under a lease or agreement which is ended, or 
duly determined by a h;gal notice to quit, and such tenant, or, if such 
tenant do not actually occupy the premises, or occupy only a part 
thereof, any person by whom the same or any part thereof shall be then 
actually occupied, shall neglect or refuse to quit and deliver up posses- 
sion of the premises or of such part thereof respectively, the OAvner or 
his agent may take out a summons from the Court, directed to such 
tenant or occupier, to show by what title he claims to hold or occupy the 
premises or part thereof 

XCIL If the tenant or occupie** shall not thereupon appear at the 
time and jdace appointed, and show cause to the contrary, and sl^all 
still neglect or refnfc to deliver up possession of the premises, or of such 
part thereof of which he is then in possession, to the said owner or his 
agent, such owner or agent may give to the Court proof of the holding, 
and of the end or other determination of the tenancy, if any had existed, 
Avith the time or manner thereof^ and of the right by which he claims 
the possession. 

XCIII. Upon proof of due service of the summons, and of the neg- 
lect or refusal of the tenant or occupier, as the case may be, the Judges 
may issue a warrant under the seal of the Court, to any Railiif of the 
Court, requiring and authorising him Avithin a period to be therein 
named, not less than seven, or mere than ten clear days from the date 
of such warrant, to give possession of the premises to such owner or 
agent, and such warrant sliall he a sufficient warrant to the said Bailiff 
to enter upon the premises with such assistants as he shall deem neces- 
sary, and to give possession accordingly : Provided always, that entry 
upon any such warrant shall not be made on a Sunday, Good Friday, 
or Christmas^day, or any other day observed by the Court os a Holi- 
day, or at any time except between the hours of six in the morning and 
six in the afternoon : Provided also, that nothing herein contained shall 
be deemed to protect any ])crson }>y whom any such warrant shall be 
sued out of the Court of Small Causes from any action Avhich may be 
brought against him by any such tenant or occupier for such entry and 
taking possession, AvluTe such person had not, at the time of suing out 
the same as albresaid, lawful right to the possession of the same 
premises, 

XCIV. Such summons, as last aforesaid, may be vserved either per- 
sonally, or by leave of the Court, upon jjroof that the tenant or occupier 
is not to be found within the jurisdiction of the Court, by leaving the 
same with some persou^being in, and apparently residing at the place 
of abode of tho person or persons so holding over as aforesaid ; or if the 
place of abode of such person or persons shall either not be known, or 
admission thereto cannot be obtained for serving such summons, by 
posting the said summons on some consjjicuous part of the premises so 
field over. 

XCV. No action or prosecution shall be maintainable against the 
Judges or against the Clerk of the Court, by whpm such warrant as 
aforesaid shall have been issued, or against any Bailitt'or other person by 
whom such warrant may be executed, or summons affixed, for issuing 
such warrant, or executing the same respectively, or affixing such 
summons, by reason that the person by whom the same shalj lie sued 
out had not lawful right to the possession of the premises, 

XCV I. Where the owner, at the time of applying for such Warrant 
as aforesaid, had lawfulrightto the possession of the premises, or of the 
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part thereof SQ held over as aforesaid, neither the said owner nor his 
agent, nor any other person acting in his behalf, shall be deemed to be a 
trespasser, by reason merely of any irregularity or informality in the 
mode of proceeding for obtaining possession under the authority of this 
Act ; but the party aggrieved may, if he think fit, bring an action on 
the case, for such irregularity or informality, in which the damage 
alleged to be sustained tnercby shall be specially laid, and may recover 
full satisfaction for such special damage with costs of suit : Provided 
that, if the special damage so laid be not proved, the defendant shall be 
entitled to a verdict, and that, if proved, but assessed at any sum, not 
exceeding Ten Kupees, the plaintiff shall recover no more costs than 
damages, unless the Judge, before whom the trial sh^ have been hoiden, 
shall certify that in his opinion full costs ought to belllowod. 

XCVII. In every case in which the person, by whom any such war- 
rant shall be sued out of the Court of Small Causes, had not, at the 
time of suing out the same, lawful right to the possession of the pre- 
mises, the suing out of any such warrant, as last aforesaid, shall be 
deemed a trespass by him against the tenant or occupier of the pre- 
mises, although no entry shall be made by virtue of the warrant ; and in 
ease any such tenant or occupier will become bound with two sufficient 
sureties, to be approved by the Clerk of the Court, in such sum as to 
the Judges shall seem reasonable, regard being Imd to the value of the 
premises and to the probable cost of such action, to sue the person by 
whom such warrant was sued out with effect and witholit delay, and to 
pay all the costs of the proceeding in such action, in case a verdict 
shall pass for the defendant, or the plaintiff shall discontinue or not 
prosecute his action, or become nonsuit therein, execution upon the 
warrant shall be stayed until judgment shall have been given in such 
action of trespass ; and, if upon the trial of such action of trespass, 
judgment be given for the plaintiff, such judgment shall supersede the 
said warrant. 

XCVIII. Recovery of the possession^ of any such house, land or 
tenement shall be no bar to the institution of a regular suit, for trying 
the title thereunto, which may be brought in the Supreme Court, as if 
this Act had not been passed. 

XCIX. Every bond given on the removal of any action out of the 
Court of Small Causes, or upon staying, delaying, or reversing any 
judgment or execution awarded therein, or the execution of any such 
warrant of possession as aforesaid, or on moving for a new trial, or to 
set aside a verdict, judgment, or nonsuit, shall be made to the other 
party to the action, and shall be approved by^the Judges and attested 
nAder the seal of the Court ; and if the bond so taken bo forfeited, or if 
upon the proceeding for securing which such bond was given, the 
Judge, bemre whom such proceeding shall be had, shall not certify 
upon the record in Court, that the condition of the l^nd hath been ful- 
filled, the party to whom the bond shall have been so made may bring 
an action of debt, and recover thereon : Provided always, that the Court 
in which such actiomas last aforesaid shall be brought may, by a rule of 
Court, give such relRf to the parties liable upon such bond as may ap- 
pear to them reasonable, and such rule shall nave the nature and effect 
of a defeasance to such bond. 

C. ^ luG^ns and proceedings which, before the passing of this 
Act, xni^t have been brought in the Supreme Court, where any Ofii- 
cer o^the Court of Small Causes shall be a party, except in respect of 
any claim to any goods and chattels taken in execution of the process 
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of the Court, or the proceeds or value thereof, may be brought and de- 
termined in the Supreme Court, at the election of the party suing or 
proceeding, as if this Act had not been passed. 

Cl. If any action shall be commenced after the passing of this Act 
in the Supreme Court, for any cause other than those lastly herein be- 
fore specified, for which a summons might have been taken out from a 
Court holdon under this Act, and a verdict shall be found for the plaintifl[ 
for a sum less than Five Hundred Rupees, if the said action is founded 
on contract, or less than One Hundred Rupees, if it is founded on wrong, 
the plaintiff shall have judgment to recover such sum only» and no costs ; 
and if a verdict shall not be found for the plaintiff, the defendant shall 
be entitled to his costs as between attorney and client, unless in either 
case the Judge, wiro shall try the cause, shall certify on the back of 
the record that, by reason of the difficulty, novelty, or general im- 
portance of the case, or of some erroneous course of decision on like 
cases in the Court of Small Causes, the action was fit to be brought in 
the Supreme Court. 

CH. If any person shall bring any suit in the Supreme Court in 
respect of any grievance committed by the Clerk, Baiiiffj or Officer of 
any Court holden under this Act, under colour or pretence of the process 
of the said Court, and upon the trial of the action, no greater damages 
shall bo found for the plaintiff than the Five Hundred Rupees ; no costs 
shall be awarded to the plaintiff in such action, unless the Judge shall 
certify in Court, upon the back of the Record, that the action was fit 
to be brought in the Supreme Court. 

cm. All penalties, fines, and forfeitures by this Act, inflicted or 
authorized to be imposed, ^the manner of recovering and applying 
whereof is not hereby otherwise particularly directed), upon proof before 
any Justice of the Peace or Magistrate having jurisdiction where the of- 
fender shall reside or be committed, cither by the confession of the party 
offending or by the oath or affirmation of any credible witness, shall be 
levied, with the costs attending the summons and conviction, by distress 
and sale of the goods and chattels of the party offending, by warrant 
under the hand of any such Justici^ or Magistrate, and the overplus 
(if any) after such penalties, fines and forfeitures, and the charges of 
such distress and sale are deducted, shall be returned, upon demand, 
unto the owner of such.goods and chattels. 

CIV. If any such penalties, fines, and forfeitures, respectively, shall 
not be paid forthwith upon conviction, it shall be lawful for such 
Justice or Magistrate to order the offender so convicted to be detained 
in safe custody until retuiil chn conveniently be made to such warrant* 
of distress ; unless such offender shall give sufficient security to the 
satisfaction of such Justice or Magistrate for such appearance before 
him on such day as shall be appointed for the return of such warrant 
of distress, such day not being more than eight days from the time of 
taking any such security, which security the Justice or Magistrate shall 
he empowered to take by way of recognizance or otherwise, as to him 
shall seem flt.

CV. If, upon return of s§ch warrant, it shall appear that no suffi- 
cient distress can be had thereupon, or in case it shall appear to the 
satisfaction of the Justice or Ma^strate, either by confession the 
offender or otherwise, that he hath not, within the jurisdiction “ such 
Justice or Magistrate, sufficient goods and chattels whereon to levy all 
such penalties, forfeitures, costs, and charges, the Justice or Magistrate

evil. In all cases in which by this Act any penally or forfeiture is 
made recoverable before a Justice or Magistrate*, he may summon belbrt* 
him the party complained against, and on such summons may hear and 
determine the matter of such complaint : and, on yfoof of the offence, 
may convict the offender, and adjudge him to pay the penalty or for-

An Act to ^declare Aden a free Port. 

\\6th March 1850.J 

Whcroas tiu! trade between the W(;stern Coast of Tiulia and the Red 
S(3a, and places thereunto adjacent, will be improved by encouraging the 
resort of Vessels of all nations to the port of Aden in Arabia, it is declar- 
ed and enacted as 1 allows : 

I. The port and settlement of Aden in Arabia, is a free port and 
settlernont ; and no duty of Customs is payable there on any Ship or 
other Vessel, or on any Goods lawfully carried by sea or land to or Ironi 
the said port and settlement. 

II. The said port of Aden shall not be taken to be within the provi- 
sions of Act VI. 1848. 


Act No. XII. of 1850. 

For avoiding loss by the default of Public Accountants. 

[22wc? March 1850.] 

For better avoidance of loss through the default of Public Account- 
ants, It is enacted as follows ; 

I. Every Public Accoi^ntant shall give security for the due discharge 
of the trusts of his office, and for the due account of all moneys which* 
shall come into his possession or control, by reason of his office. 

I I. In default of any Act having special reference to the office of 
any Public Accountant, the security given shall be of such amount and 
kind, real or personal, or both, and with such sureties, (regard being 
had to the nature of the office,^ as shall be required by any rules made 
or to be made from time to time, by the authority by which each 
Public Accountant is appointed to his office, subjecFto the approval of 
the Gov^emor or Governor in Council of the Presidency or place, 

III. Every person is a Public Accountant within the meaning of this 
Act, who by reason of any office held by him in the service of tj^e East 
India Company is entrusted with the receipt, custody, or control of any 
monies or securities for money, or the management of any lands belonging 
to the East India Company, or as Official Assignee or trustee, or as 
Surberakar, or in any other official capacity, with the receipt, custody

or control of any monies or securities for money, or the management of 
any lands belonging to any other person or persons. 

fy. The person or persons at the head of th|i office to which any 
Public Accountant belongs may proceed against any such Public 
Accountant and his sureties, for any loss or defalcation in his accounts, 
as if the amount thereof were an arrear of land revenue due to Govern- 
ment. 

V. All Regulations and Acts now or hereafter to be in force for the 
recovery of arrears of land revenue due to Government, and for recovery 
of damages by any person wrongfully proceeded against for any such 
arrear, shall apply, with such changes in the forms of procedure as are 
necessary to make them applicable to the case, to the proceedings against 
and by such Public Accountant. 

VI. All sales of Estates, summarily sold before the passing of this 
Act, in satisfaction of the security bonds of any Public Accountants 
within the meaning of this Act, shall be deemed as good and valid, and 
be as liable to be reviewed and annulled, as if such Estates had been sold 
under authority of this Act, and no further or otherwise. 


Act No. XIII. of 1850. 

For punishing Breaches of Tinist. 

\22nd March 1850.] 

•For the punishment of Breaches of Trust, It is enacted as follows : 

I. Every person employed in the Public Service of Her Majesty or 
of the East India Company^ and entrusted, b^ reason of such employ- 
ment, with the receipt, custody, or control of any chattel, money, or 
valuable security, wno shall embezzle the same or any part thereof, or in 
any manner fraudulently apply, use, or dispose of the same, or any 
part thereof, for any purpose other than a purpose to which the same 
18 applicable under the trust reposed in him, shall be deemed to have 
feloniously stolen the same. 

II. All Official Trustees, Assignees, and Receivers of Money, by 
virtue of their several offices or appointments, all J ustices of the Peace, 
Coroners, and other persons, receiving by virtue of their offices or ap- 
pointments any fines, forfeitures, penalties, or other moneys, on behalf 
of Her Majesty or of the East India Company, all Sheriffs, Under 
Sheriffs, Bailiffs, Officers, and other persona employed to levy money in 
execution of the judgment or order of any Court, or in receiving any 
taxes or other moneys directed to be levied by any Regulation of the 
Governor or Governor in Council of any Presidency or place, or by any 
Act of the Governor General of India in Council, and also all subordi- 
nate Officers and Servants employed in the office or service of any of 
the persons hereinbefore enumerated, and entrusted with money in the 
course of such employment, are declared to be persons employed in the 
public service witidn the meaning of this Act ; but this sp^im enume- 
ration of sofliia of the persons included in the general description of per- 
sons in tho public service of Her Majesty or the East India Cdbpany^ 
shall not be taken'' to abridge the meaning of that general description. 

IRbe Clauses respectivdy numbered XCIX, C, Cl, CII, CIII, 
and CIV, in an Act of Parliament passed in the ninth year of the Reign 
Fourth, intituled An Act for improving the Ad- 
I^P^tiratibnof CriininalJ^ in the East Indies/' are repealed, ex- 
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cept as to all things done or forborne to be done before the passing of 
this Act. 

IV. Every Clerk or Servant, who shall steal any chattel, money, or 
valuable security, belonging to or in the possession or power of his 
Master, shall be punishable in the same manner as persons convicted of 
felonious stealing under this Act. 

V. Every Clerk or Servant, or any person employed for the pur- 
pose, or in the capacity of a Clerk or Servant, who shall, by virtue of 
such employment, receive or take into his possession any chattel, money, 
or valuable security, for or in the name or on the account of his Master, 
and who shall fraudulently ernbcz^ic the same or anj'^ part thereof, shall 
be deemed to have feloniously stolen the same from his Master, although 
such chattel, money, or security was not received into the possession of 
his Master, otherwise than by the actual possession of his Clerk, Ser- 
vant, or other person so em])Ioycd. 

VI. Every Member and OfKcer of a Trading Corporation or Com- 
pany, and also every Banker, Merchant, Factor, Brokcjr, Attorney, or 
other Agent, whether he be commonly so en) ployed, qr be omployod as 
an Agent in that instance only, and whether lie act as such Agent gratui- 
tou^^ly or otherwise, to whom any chattel, money, or valuahlo security is 
entrusted for safe custody, or for any special purpose, and whether with 
or without any authority to sell, negotiate, pledge, or employ the same, 
but with an authority limited to soiiu? defined purpose as to the applica- 
tion of such moniiy, chattel, or valuable security, or of any part thereof, 
or of the proceeds or of any part of the proceeds thereof, who shall 
fraudulently apply, use, or disjiose of the same or any part of the pro- 
ceeds thereof, for any jmrposo otlu'r than a purpose for which the same 
was entrusted to him, shall be deemed to have feloniously stolen the 
same. 

VII. Every Sub-Agent, Clerk, or Servant of any such Trading 
Corporation or Company, or of any Banker, Merchant, Factor, Broker, 
or other Agent as al'oresaid, who, knowing the purpose for which such 
chattel, money, or valuable .security was entrusted to the (Corporation, 
Company, Person or Persons, by wlioni he is employed, .shall fraudulent- 
ly apply, use, or dispose of the same for any purpose other than a pur- 
pose for which the same was entrusted to his employer, or employers, 
shall be deemed to have feloniously stolen the sam<% though ho were not 
himself immediately employed or entrusted with the disposition thereof 
by the person entitled llicn'to. 

VIII. Every person, posses.Scd, or having the receipt, custody, or 
control, of any chattel, money, or valuable security, in trust for any 
other person or persons, who shall embezzle the same or any part there- 
of, or in any manner fraudulently apply, use, or di.-^poso of the same, 
for his own use or benefit, in breach of the trust rejiosed in liiin, shall 
be deemed to have feloniou.sly stolen the same. 

IX. Every person convicted of having feloniously stolen any chattel, 
money, or valuable security under this Act, shall be liable to be trans- 
ported out of the territories under the Government of the Egst India 
Company for life, or to be imprisoned with or without labour for any 
term not exceeding seven years. 

X. Every instrument entitling or shewing the title of any person to 
any share or interest in any public stock or fund of any Country or 
State, or in any Stock of any Corporation or Company, or for the 
transfer of any such share or interest, or for the receipt of any dividend 
or interest on any such share, or entitling or shewing the title to any de- 
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posit in any Bank, and every warrant, order, or instrument for the 
payment or any^ money on any event, certain or contingent, or for the 
delivery or receipt of any goons or merchandi 2 se,. on any such event, 
is a valuable security within the meaning of this Act. 

XL Any offender under this Act may be proceeded against on the 
same charge for any number of distinct acts of embezzlement or fraudu- 
lent application, use, or disposition as aforesaid, committed by him 
within six calendar months from the first to the last of such acts : and 
proof of a gross deficiency in the accounts of any such Trustee or Pub- 
lic Servant shall be evidence of the offence charged, until such deficiency 
is otherwise explained. 

XII. If the offence relates to money or to any Bank Note, Bank 
Post Bill, Banker's Cheque, Bill of Exchange, Promissory Note, Go- 
vernment Paper, or other like security for the payment of money, it 
shall be enough in the indictment or charge to allege the embezzlement 
or fraudulent application, use, or disposition of money, without specify- 
ing any particular coin or valuable security ; and such allegation shall, 
so far as regards the kind of property, bo sustained, if the offender is 
proved to have embezzled or fraudulently applied, used, or disposed of 
any amount of money or any valuable security, though the particular 
kind of coin or valuable security of which such amount was composed 
shall not be proved. 

XIII. It shall not be necessary, in any proceeding against any of- 
fender under this Act, to declare the persofi to whom the property em- 
bezzled or fraudulently applied or disposed of belongs, otherwise than 
hereinafter provided, or to give any other description of it than by stat- 
ing its general character according to the provisions of this Act ; and if 
the offence be that of embezzlement or fraudulent application, use, or 
disposition, by a person in the public service of the Crown, or of the 
East India Company, ofproi>erty (3ntrusted to him by reason of such 
employment, or part thereof, it shall be enough to state that the defen- 
dant was in such service, and that ho received the property by reason of 
such employment, and embezzled the same, or part thereof, or fraudu- 
lently applied, used, or disposed of the same, as the case may be ; and, 
if the case be one of Sfraudiilent application, use, or disposition by any 
person not being such public servant, but entrusted as aforesaid, it shall 
be enough to state that such person was entrusted with the property, 
(describing its general character as aforesaid,) and it shall be enough to 
state shortly the purpose of the trust, and that he fraudulently applied, 
used, or disposed of the same, contrary to his duty in that behalf. 

XIV. The Court before which any offender is tried under this Act 
shall have power upon the trial to make any amendments that may be 
necessary by reason of any variance between the statements of the charge 
and the evidence, either in the description of the property, or of any 
office, appointment, or employment, or of the purpose of the trust 
or otherwise, when in the opinion of the Court the person charged can- 
not have been misled as to his defence by such imperfect or erroneous 
stotement. 

! XV. Every offender under this Act may be tried and punished by 
any Court of competent jurisdiction either m the place where he is in 
custody, or where he committed the offence. 

XVL The punishment of any offender under this Act shall not be 
' deemed to take away or lessen his liability, or the liability of his sure- 
jties to make good any loss sustained by Her Majesty or the East India 
#>mpany, or any other person or persons^ by his misbehaviour or breach 
of tmst. 
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XVII. Every person charged with a felonious breach of trust under 
this Act, who shall be proved to have knowingly made up or furnished 
false statements or accounts of the sums of money received or paid hj 
him, or entrusted to his care, or of the goods or balance of money in his 
custody or control, shall be liable to fine in the discretion of the Court, 
although no actual embezzlement or fraudulent application, use, or dis- 
position of trust, moneys, chattels, or valuable securities is proved 
against him, and, in addition to such fine, may be imprisoned, with or 
without labour, as the Court shall adjudge, for any term not exceeding 
one year ; but no person convicted of felonions breach of trust as afore- 
said shall be punished also for making up false accounts in connection 
with the same breach of trust. 


Act No. XIX. op 1850. 

Concerning the Minding of Apprentices. 

• \\lih April 

For better enabling children, and especially orphans and poor children 
brought up by public charity, to learn trades, crafts, and employments, 
by which, when they come to full age, they may gain a livefihood, It is 
enacted as follows : 

I. Any child, above the |^e of ten, and under the age of eighteen 
years, may be bound appr^ice by his or her father or guardian, to 
learn any fit trade, craft, or employment, for such term as is set forth in 
the contract of apprenticeship, not exceeding seven years, so that it be 
not prolonged beyond the time when such child shall bo of the full age of 
twenty-one years, or in the case of a female, beyond the time of her 
marriage. 

II. The age set forth in the contract shall be evidence of tbo age of 
the child, in all questions which arise as to the right of the master to the 
continuance of the service. 

III. Any Magistrate or Justice of the Peace may act with all the 
powers of a guardian under this Act, on behalf of any orphan, or poor 
child abandoned by its parents, or of anj’^ child convicted before him, or 
any other Magistrate, of vagrancy, or the commission of any petty 
offence, 

IV. An orphan or poor child, brought up by any public charity, 
may be bound apprentice by tbo Governors, Directors, or Managers 
thereof, as his or her guardians for. tliis purpose. 

V. Any such boy may be bound as an apprentice in the sea service 
to any of Her Majesty^s subjects, being the owner of any registered 
ship belonging to and trading from any port in the territories under the 
government of the East India Company, which has been declared to be 
a registering port under Act X. 1841, to be employed in any such ship 
the property of such person, commanded by a British subject, and, 
while so employed, to be taught the craft and duty of a seaman. 

VI. Any such boy may be bound, in like manner, for sea service, in 
any ship of the East India Company belonging to any such port, com- 
manded by a British subject, iu which case the contract shall be made 
with the Master Attendant at such port, or any Officer appointed to 
represent the East India Company in this behalf, who shall appoint the 
ship in which such apprentice is to serve, from time to time. 

VII. The Master or Commander of any ship, in which an apprentice 
bound to the sea service shall be appointed to serve by the party to

whom he i.s bound, shall be deemed the agent of such party for the pur- 
pose of this act. 

VIII. Every contract of apprenticeship shall be in writing, according 
to the form given in the Schedule (A) annexed to this Act, or to the like 
effect, which shall set forth the conditions agreed upon, particularly 
specifying the age of the apprentice, the term for which he is bound, and 
what he is to be taught. 

IX. Every such contract shall be signed by the person to whom the 
apprentice is bound, and by the person by whom he is bound, and by the 
apprentice, when ho is of the age of fourteen years or more at the time 
of binding ; but, when the apprentice is bound by the Governors, Direc- 
tors or Managers of a Public Cliarity, the signature of two of them, or 
of their Secretary or officer, shall be sufficient on behalf of the persons 
binding the apprentice. 

X. Wo such contract shall be valid unless it be executed in the man- 

ner aforesaid, nor until it has been deposited in the office of the C’hief 
Magistrate of the place or district where it has been executed, or, if the 
apprentice is bound to the sea service, in the office of the person appoint- 
ed under Act X. 1841, to make registr}’^ of ships at the port where the 
apprentice is to begin his service ; and the person in whose office any 
such contract is deposited shall give to each of the parties a copy thereof 
certified under liis hand, which certified copies shall be r(3ceivpd as 
evidence of the contract, without formal proof of the handwriting of the 
Magistrate orlbjgistering Officer. 4 

XI. The terms of service may be changed at any time during the 
apprenticeship, or the contract may be determined with the consent of 
both parties to the contract, or their personal representatives, and with 
the consent of the apprentice, if he is above the age of fourteen years j 
provided that the changes agreed to, or the termination of the contract, 
shall be expressed in writing on the original contract, with the signature 
of the proper parties, according to Section VIII. of this Act; and the 
Magistrate or llegistering Officer shall thereupon make under Lis hand 
corresponding endorsements on the office copies, which shall be brought 
to him at the same time for that purpose. 

XII. The master of any apprentice bound under this Act may, with 
the consent of the person by whom he was bound, and with the consent 
of the apprentice, if he is above the age of fourteen years, assign such 
apprentice to any other perspn who is willing to take him for tlie residue 
of his apprenticeship, and subject to the conditions thereof ; provided 
that such person shall, by endorsement under his own hand on the 
contract, declare his acceptance of shell apprentice, and acknowledge 
himself bound by the agreements and covenants therein mentioned, to 
be performed on the part of the master, and that the consent of the 
other parties aforesaid shall be expressed in writing on the same and 
signed by them respectively : And every such assignment shall be 
certified on the office copies of the contract, under the hand of the 
Magistrate or llegistering Officer, according to the form given in 
Schedule (B) annexed to this Act. 

XIII. Upon complaint made to any Magistratein the said territories, 
by or on behalf of any apprentice bound under this Act, of refusal or 
neglect tp provide for him or to teach iiirn according to the contract of 
apprentii^eshlp, or of cruelty, or other ill-treatment by his master, or 
by the agent under whom he shall have been placed by his master, the 
Magistrate may summon the master or his agent, as the case may be, if 
be ^all be within his jurisdiction, to appear before him at a reasonable 
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time, to be stated in the summons, to answer the complaint ; and at 
such time, whether the master or his agent be present or not, (service of 
the 8ummon#bcing proved,) may examine into the matter of the com- 
plaint ; and upon proof thereof, may cancel the contract of apprentice- 
ship, and assess upon the offender, whether he .shall be the master or bis 
agent, a reasonable sum for behoof of the apprentice, not exceeding four 
times the amount of the premium paid ujiou the binding, or if no pre- 
mium, or a less premium than Fifty Hujioes was jaiid," ^ot exceeding 
Two Hundred Rupees ; and if the offender shall not pay the sum so 
assessed, may levy the same by distress and sale of his goods and chattels, 
and if the offender shall not be tin master, but his agent, by distress and 
sale of the goods and chattels of the master also. 

XIV. JNo contract of apprenticeship shall be cancelled, nor shall any 
master or his agent be liable to any criminal proceeding, on account ot 
such moderate chastisement, for misbehaviour, given to any apprentice 
by his master or the agent of his master, as may lawfully be given by a 
father to his child ; and the provision for enabling the contract ofap- 
prentieeship to be cancelled, shall not bar any criminal proceeding 
against any master or liis agent for an assault, or other offence commit- 
ted against his u])])rentice, for which he would bo liable to bo punished 
had it been against his child ; whether or not any proceedings be taken 
for (iuncelling tluj contract of uppreiiticeshi]). 

XV. Upon comi)Iairit made to any Magistrate, by or on behalf of 
the master of any apprentice bound to him under this Act, of any ill 
behaviour of such apprentice, or if such apprentic(; shall have ub'^conded, 
the Magistrate may issue his warrant for apprelnniding siudi apprentice, 
and may hear and determine the complamt, and punish the offender by 
an order for keeping the offender, if a boy, in confinement in any debtor^s 
prison or other suitable place?, not being u criminal gaol, for any time 
not exceeding^ one month, of which one week n)ay bo in solitary confino- 
meiit, during which time such allowance shall be made for liis subsistence, 
by the master or his agent, as the Magistrate shall order ; and, if 
the offender be a boy of not more than fourteen years of ago, may 
order him to be privately whijiped : or, if the offender be a girl, 
or in the case ofany boy, the Magistrate deem any such punishment 
unfit, he may jiass an order empowering tin; master of the apprentice, 
or his agent, to keep the offender in close confinement in his own house, 
or on board the vessel to which he belongs, upon broad anrl water, or 
such other plain food, as may be given without injury to the health of 
the apprentice, for a period not exceeding one month. 

XVI. Upon complaint of wilful and repeated ill behaviour on the 
part of the apprentice, and on the demand of the master, the Magis- 
trate may ord(;r the contract of apprenticeship to be cancelled, whether 
or not the charge is proved ; but only with the consent of the appren- 
tice and of his father or guardian, if the charge is not proved : and such 
cancelling shall be with or without refund of the whole or part ofany 
premium that may have been paid to the master on binding such ap- 
prentice, as to the Magistrate seems fit on consideration of the case ; 
and all sums so refunded shall be applied, under the direction of the 
Magistrate, lor behoof of the apprentice. 

XVII. The Magistrate may order any sum rccoyered for behoof of 
the apprentice, on cancelling the contract, to be either laid out in bind- 
ing him to another master, or otherwise for his benefit, or to be paid 
to the person by whom any premium was paid when he was bound 
apprentice.

XVII r. No Magistrate shall entertain a complaint on the part of a 
master against an apprentice under this Act, unless it be brought with- 
in one month after the cause of complaint arose ; or, iljjlthe cause of 
complaint arose on board ship during a voyage, within one month after 
the arrival thereof at a port or place in the said territories ; and no 
Magistrate shall entertain a complaint on the part of an apprentice 
against his master or the agent of his master under this Act, unless it be 
brought withm three months after the cause of complaint arose ; or if 
the cause of complaint arose on board ship during a voyage, within 
three months after the arrival thereof at a port or place in the said ter- 
ritories. 

XIX. If the master of any anprentice shall die before the end of the 
apprenticeship, the contract of apprenticeship shall be thereby deter- 
mined ; and a proportionate part, corresponding to the unexpired por- 
tion of the terra, of any premium, which shall have been paid to such 
master on the binding of the apprentice to him, shall be returned by 
the executors or administrators out of the estate of the deceased to the 
person or persons who shall have paid the same ; unless the executors or 
administrators of the deceased master shall continue the business in 
which such apprentice shall have been employed, and shall, within 
three months from the death of the late master, make offer in writing to 
keep the a])prentice on the terms of the original contract ; in which 
case the estate of the deceased shall be discharged from all liabilities on 
account of such premium. 

XX. If such offer to keep the apprentice shall be made as aforesaid, 
the same shall be fully expressed and certified bjr the executors and 
administrators on the original contract of apprenticeship ; and also on 
the office copies thereof, by the Magistrate or Registering Officer ; and 
the apprentice shall be bound to the executors or administrators so 
keeping him for the remaining term of his apprenticeship.* 

aXI- Any apprentice bound under this Act, whose master shall die 
during the apprenticeship, shall be entitled to maintenance for three 
ruontLs from and after the death of his master, out of the assets left by 
him ; provided that during such three months such apprentice shall 
continue to live with, and serve as an apprentice, the executors or ad- 
ministrators of such master, or such person as they shall appoint 

XX II. The apprentice of any person against whom a Commission of 
Bankruptcy shall be issued, or who shall be adjudged to have commit- 
ted an act of insolvency, during the apprenticeship, shall be discharged 
from all obligation under the contract of apprenticeship ; and if any 
premium was paid on binding him as an apprentice, he, or the person 
by whom he was bound, shall be entitled to claim the amount thereof, 
as a debt against the estate of the bankrupt or insolvent. 

XXIII. For the purposes of this Act all British subjects, wherever or 
of whatever parents born, as well as other persons in the territories 
under the government of the East India Company, without the Towns 
of Calcutta and Madras, and the Town and Island of Bombay, shall be 
aiQteilableto the jurisdiction of the Courts and Magistrates of the East 
India ('Ompany. 

XXiy. An appeal shall lie from any order passed by aiyr Magis*- 
irate without the said Towns and Island to the Court of Session to 
which such Magistrate is subordinate, .provided the appeal is made 
within one montn from the date of the order. 

XXV. In this Act the words ** master,^' owner,” person,” and 
the pronoun ‘‘ he,” shall be understood to include several persons as 
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well as one person^ and females as well as males, and bodies corporate 
as well as individuals, unless there is something in the context repug- 
nant to 8ucl)|p>nstruction«

Act No. XVI. op 1850. 

For restitution of the rvalue of Stolen Property, 

[4^/i April 1850.] 

Whereas it is expedient that the several Criminal Courts within the 
territories under the Government of the East India Company be em- 
powered to add the i^uuishment of fine to the punishments already 
provided for persons convicted before them of c(‘rtain offences respecting 
propert}^ and to apply the same for the benefit of those who have 
suffered by such offences, It is declared and enacted asfollow’S : 

I. All Criminal Courts within the said territories may add to the 
punishment competent to them to inflict upon persons convicted before 
them of robbery, theft, embezzlement, knowingly receiving stolen 
goods^ cheating, or other wrongful apj)ropriatiQn of property, or of 
being accessory or privy to any such offence, the punishment of fine, 
not exceeding th(? loss appearing to be caused to the several persons 
who have suffered bv such wrong ; and may pay and distribute the 
proceeds of the said nnc, or any part thereof, to or for the benefit of the 
several persons, according to the discretion of the Court. 

n. Payment of every such fine may be enforced by distress and sale 
^nder the order of the Court, of the goods of the offender, 



Act No. XVII. op 1850, 

F'or Uil\jgig lund in Bombay and Colaba for public pwrpoitt^ 

[ith April 1850.] 

For enlarging tlie powers of Act XXVIII. 1839, for taking any 
ground within tne Islands of Bombay and Colaba^ for any new public 
road or thoroughfare, for the purpose of enabling the Government to 
take land needed for any railway for the conveyance of goods or pas- 
sengers within the said Islands, the construction of which may be 
sanctioned by Tarlianient, or by the Government of India, and for 
other public purposes. It is enacted as follows ; 

I. Sections XV. to XXI. both inclusive, of Act XXVIIT. 1839, shall 
extend to enable the Court of Petty Sessions, with the sanction of the 
Governor of fiombay in Council, to take any ground or building wdthin 
the Islands of Bombay and Colaba, which may be needed by the 
Governor of Bombay in Council for any railway for the con- 
veyamte of goods or passengers, the construction of which is or shall bo 
sanctioned by Parliament, or by the Government of India, or for any 
other purpose which shall bo declared to be a purpose of public utility 
by the said Governor in Council : and thereupon the East India Com- 
pany shall become and bo the legal owners of the said ground or 
building, and every other person theretofore interested in the premises 
shall be divested of all right, title, and interest to and in the same. 


Act No. XVIIL or 1850. 

For the protection of Judicial Officers, 

\ith April 1860.] 

For the greater protection of Magistrates and others acting judicially, 
It is enacted as follows : 

1. No Judge, Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, Collector, or#ther 
person acting judicially, shall be liable to be sued in any Civil Court for any 
act done or ordered to be done by him in the discharge of his judicial duty, 
whether or not within the limits of bis jurisdiction ; provided that he, 
,At the time, in good faith, believed himself to have jurisdiction to do or 
order the act complained of; and noOtficer of any Court, or other person 
bound to execute the lawful warrants or orders of any such Judge, 
Magistrate, Justice of the Peace, C'ollector or other person acting judi- 
cially, shall be Ihible to be sued in any Civil Court tor the execution 
of any warrant or order which he would be bound to execute if within 
the jurisdiction of the person issuing the same. 


Act No. XXI. of 1850. 

For extending the principle of Section IX, Begulation Vll. 1832, of 
the Bernal Code, throughout the Territories subject to ike Government 
of the Bast India Company,

Whereas it is enacted by Section IX. Begulation VII. 1832, of the 
Bengal Code, that whenever in any civil suit, the parties to each suit 
may be ofdiliererit persuasions, when one party shall be of the Hindoo, 



and other of the Maboinmedan persuasion, or where one or more of 
the parties to the suit shall not be either of the Mahommedan or Hindoo 
persuasions, the laws of those religions shall not be permittld to o|)erato 
to deprive such T>urty or parties of any property to which, but for the 
operation of such laws, they would havfe hern entitlefl,'^ and whereas it 
wfll be beneficial to extend the principle of that onactfnent throughout 
the territories subject to the Government of the India Company, 
it is enacted as fcnlows : 

I. So much of any law or usage now in force, within the territories 
subject to the Government of the East India Company, as inflicts on 
any person forfeiture of rights or property, or may 1^ held in any way to 
impair or affect any right of inheritance, by reason of his or her renoun- 
cing, or having betm excluded from the communion of any religion, or 
being deprived of caste, shall cease to be enforced as Law "in the Courts 
of tfie East India Company, and in the Courts established by Royal 
Charter within the said territories. 


Act No. XXIV. op 1850. 

Tot better defining the Special Duty levied on Tobacco in Bombay. 

[8/7z June 1850.] 

Whereas the laws in force respecting the special duty payable on To- 
bacco im]iortod into Bombay are obscure, and require to be explained 
and amended. It is declared and enacted as follows : 

I, Regulations XXXIII. 1827, and XV. 1828, of the Bombay Code, 
and so much of Act I. 1838, as relates to the customary or special duty 
levied on the import of Tobacco into the Island of Bombay, are rescind- 
ed and rej>ealed. 

If, All Tobacco importofl into the Island of Bombay, either by Sea 
or across any of the Causeways, from whatever port or place it is brought, 
is a||l shall continue to be liable* to the payment of a special 
dutj^levied at the rate of Seven Uu|)OCh and ICight Annas for the Indian 
maund, which duty shall bo paid over and above the customary duty of 
One Rupee and Eight Annai<, at the option of the importer, either on 
importation, or, after being warehoused in the Custom iiouso Ware- 
house, on being delivered out for internal consumption. 

III. No drawback of the said duty shall be allowed on exportation, 
unless tbe Tobacco has l>een warehoused in and is exported direct from 
the Custom House Warehouse ; in which case adrawbacjk of the whole 
of the special duty shall be allowed, if claimed at the time of re-ex- 
portation. 

IV. This Act shall not be taken to affect the ])rovisions and penalties 
of any Actor Regulation for enforcing pay nnmt of the special duty, 
which shall continue in force for compelling payment of the duty as 
declared payable by this Act, and for punishing any evasion of such 
payment. 


Act No. XXVI, of 1850. 

To emhk improvemenU to be made in Towns. 

\^^st June 1850.] 

hereas Act X. 1842, was passed for enabling the inhabitants of any 
^ce of public resort or residence, under the Presidency of Fort William,

Kiot within the Town of Calcutta, to make bettor provision for purposes 
connected with public health and convenience, but the said Act has 
proved ineffectual for the jiurpose, and it is expedient to amend the 
provisions thereof, and to extend the like powers to the inhabitants Of 
Towns in the other Presidencies under the Government of the East India 
Company, It is enacted as follows : 

I. Act X. 1842 is repealed. 

II. If it shall a[)pear to the Governor or Governor in Council, or 
Lieutenant Governor, of any Pre.sidency or place within the Territories 
under the Government of the East India Company, that the inhabi- 
tants of any Town or Suourb, not within the Town of Cal- 
cutta, Madras, or Bombay, are desirous of making better provision 
for making, repairing, cleaning, lighting, or watching any public 
streets, road'^, drains, or tanks, or for the prevention of nuisances, or for 
improving the said Town or Suburb in any other manner, the said Go- 
vernor or Governor in roniicil, or Lieuteuaiit Governor, may order this 
Act to be put in force within such Towm or Suburb. 

III. AVhenever any application shall be made to the Government 
for ]>utting this Act in force i« any Town or Suburb, notice thereof shall 
be given ill the GoveDinient Gazette of the Presidency or place, and also 
by proclamation within such 'I'own or Suburb, setting forth the pur- 
poses of the application, and giving r(?asonable time for all inhabitants of 
euch Town or Suburb who are niinded to declare themselves for or 
against the adoption of this Act therein, for such purposes or any of 
them. 

IV. The Governor or Governor in Council, or Lieutenant Governor 
shall take all such declarations into clue consideration, and alter the time 
allowed for receiving the same, shall make a Hnal order, whicli shall be 
puhlifshod in the Government Gazette^ and also notiHed by proclamation 
within such Town or Suburb, to the effect that the application ajipears or 
does not appear to be according to the wislujs of the inhabitants, either 
wholly or in respect to one or more ot the }»urposes in respect of which it 
is made ; and if the wlioli* or any part of it shall appear to beaccoc^ig to 
the wishe.s of the iuhabitniits, then that this Act shall be tlnmcetWh in 
force in such Town or Suburb, for such purposes only as shall be men- 
tioned in the Order. 

V. Whenever any such Order shall be made and published as afore- 
said, this Act sshall come into force within the said Town or Suburb, for 
such purposes aswire mentioned in the Order, and the making and pub- 
lication of the said Order shall be conclusive evidence that the provisions 
of this Act have been complied with, and that it is thenceforth in force 
within the said Town or Suburb, for such purposes as are mentioned in 
the Order. 

VI. Whenever this Act shall come into force in any Town or Sub- 
urb, the Governor or (Governor in Council, or Lieutenant Governor,

And the said Governor or Governor 
in Council, or Lieutenant Governor, may remove any of the Commis- 
sioners and appoint others, add may dll up vacancies occurring among 
the Commissioners in such manner as may seem to him fit. 



y|L Tlie Buies to be prepared by the said Commissioners shall 
prpvid^, among other things, for those following, that is to say : 

K The appointment and management of ail necessary Omcers and 
Servants of tl>e Commissioners, and the salaries to be allowed to 
them. 

2. The definition of the persons or property within the Town or 
Suburb to be taxed, for raising the monies necessary for the purf>o.ses 
of this Act, whether by House Assessment or Town Duties, or other- 
wise, the amount or rate of the taxes to be imposed, the manner of rais* 
ing and collecting them, and ensuring the safety and due application of 
them, when collected. 

3. The manner in w'liich,'from time to time, the Rules in force are 
to be amended or rescinded, and new Rules are to be made, with the 
approval, in every case, of the Governor, or Governor in Council, or 
Lieutenant Governor, 

4. The Definition and prohibition of nuisances within the Town or 
Suburb. 

6. The imposition of reasonable penalties for breach of any Rule 
made by the Commissioners, not exwieding Fifty Rupees or in the case 
of continuing nuisance, not exceeding Five Rupees for every day that 
such nuisance is continued. 

VIII. The Commissioners appointed from time to time, shall have 
full power to make all necessary contracts, for the purposes of this Act, 
and apjily tlie taxes rai.sed as afore.sai(l in the necessary works, and in 
payment of their Officers and Servants, and in the other expenses inci- 
dent to the execution of this Act wdthin the said Town or Suburb. 

IX. No Commissioner shall be personally liable for any contract 
made by the Commissioners on behalf of the inhabitants of such Town 
or Suburb ; but every (Commissioner shall be liable for any misapplica- 
tion of the moniijs collected, to which he shall have been knowingly 
party or privy, or which shall have happened through gross neglect of 
nisduty, and shall be liable to be sued for the same as for money due to 
and suit of the Ea.st India Comp&ny. 

X. ^The powers of Act II. 1830, for the recovery of fines, shall be 
applied for the recovery of all arnxirs of taxes and penalties under this 
Act ; and every Magistrate shall put in force the powers of the said Act 
II. 1839, for that purpose, whenever thereunto required by the Com- 
missioners, or any of their Officers deputed by them, for the purposes of 
enforcing payment of arrears of taxes imposed under tWs Act. 

XI. No rate on property made under this Act shall be invalid for 
defect of form ; and it shall be enough in any .such rate on property, or 
any Assessment of value for the purpose of making such rate, if the 
property rated or assessed shall be so described as to be generally known 
and it shall not be necessary to name the owner or occupier thereof. 

XII. All moveable projK^rty foundin nny.house or building, or upon 
ai^ land assessed under this Act, may be seized and sold by warrant of 
a Magistrate, for payment of any arrear of tax laid on such house, 
building, or land under this Act. 

XIIL All Commissioners acting in execution of this Act shall, on 
or before the last day of April in every year, make up and send to the 
Governor or Governor in Council, or Lieutenant Governor, an account 
of all W09%l eotecuted by them, and of all sums received and spent by 
them in to foregoing year, in such form and with such vouchers as the 
Goifmior.Or Governor in Council, or Lieutenant Governor, shall from 
tot to time order. 



XIV. The Governor or Governor in Council, or Lieutenant Gover- 
nor may, at any time, suspend the operation of this Act in any Town or 
Suburb, and appoint any person or persons to examine and report upon 
the behaviour of the (Commissioners, or any of them, or their Oififcers, 
in the execution of this Act.

For amendment of Act XXXT. 183S, relating to the arlininistration 
of poison, or otlier deh-terious siibsiance, It is enacted ns jollows : 

I. Whoever shall wilfullv and malhdously admiruster to, or cause 
to be taken by any person, any poison or any stupifyirjg or intoxicating 
drag, or any unwholesome thing, with intent, in any of the ca^es afore* 
eaiil, to do liny pennnnent or teinjior.iry bodily harm to such person, 
or with intent to iiommit or abet the commission of any uii I awful act, 
shall be liable, at the cliscretioii of the Co-irt, to be trHnsjiorted to such 
place as the Court >hali dirert, for life, or for any term of years, or ta 
1)6 im|»risoiie(l lor any term not exceeding lour years 

II. In any case, in which any person sh ill be cliarged with adininisler- 
ing to, or cuu'^iug to ))e taken by any other jiei'son any poison, or other 
destructive thing, with intent to commit murder, and tbeoHence i»roved 
shall aniouni only to an olfcn^'e nn-b*r this Act, be may be punisheJ as 
if he had been charged with an offenee t<nd(M’ this Act. 

III. This Act shall be construed with uuJ as part of Act XXXI. 
1838. 


Act No. XXXI. or 1850. 

For protect ing the Salt Beveniie in Bomhaij. 

\dfh A vgust 1 850i| 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the better jiroteetion of the salt 
excise revenue, and to bring under control the right of opening or 
continuing salt works within the I'residency of llombay, It is enacted 
as follows : 

I. A duty of customs shall be levied on salt, passing by land into or 
out of foreign European settlements, or territories dt‘clured to be foreign 
under Section VIII. Act I 1838, at the same rate as the excise duty 
leviable on salt within the territories subject to the Tresidency of 
Bombay. 

II. The said duty of customs shall be levied in the same manner, 
and under the same rules and restrictions, and subject to the same 
penalties, as is prescribed for the levy of duties of customs on goods 
imported and exported by land by Act I. 1838. 

III. Any person who shall be concerned in passing salt, either by 
land or sea, contrary to the provisions of this or any other Act, shall be 
punishable wdtb im|j risen ment for a term not exceeding three months or 
fine not exceeding five hundred Rupees, or both. 

IV. All salt passed, or attempted to be passed or removed, contrary 
to the provisions of this or any other Act, and all vessels, carriages, ana 
animals used in so passing or removing such salt, and the contents pf 
ftny package in which such salt may be concealed, shall be liab}e tp confis* 
cation, at the discretion of the Governor of Bombay in Council,, but 
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may be reeriemed on payment of such fine as the Governor in Council, 
or any Officer or Omcers of the Revenue Department to whom the 
Governor in ('ouncil shall think fit from time to time to delegate this 
power, may think reasonable. 

V. The Governor of Hoinbay in Council or any Officer or Officers 
of the Revenue Department, to whom the Governor in Coantn’l shall 
think fit from tiin:^ to tim ^ to delogite thi^ power, in ly reward intbrmors 
an ! other persorn through whose means any seizure of salt is made 
wn ler this or any other Act, out of the proceeds of any such confisca- 
tion, or of the fine pai l in redemption thereof. 

VI. No new salt works shall be established, and no old works not 
in use at the tiini? of pissing thi^ Act, or which shall hereafter be 
ahan loned durinj: three consecutive seasons, shall be re-opened, within 
the territories subject to the Presidency of BoiObay, without the per- 
mission of the Governor of Hoinhay in rouncll ; and any person who 
shall infringe tli 0 ‘«e prohibitio is shall be punish iblo with imprisonment 
for a term not exceeding three months, or fine not exceeding five 
hundred Itupees, or both. 

VII 'I he Governor of Bombay in Council may, at his discretion, 
suppress any salt work, whiidi, on an average of any tliree years does 
not produce yearly at least five thousand Indian maunds of salt

of country where salt is found. 

Act No. XXXA^ op 1850. 

For regulating the Bombay Ferries, 

[m Sept. 1850.] 

Whereas it is expedient to regulate the Public Ferries within the 
territories subject to the Fresidimcy of Bombay, It is enacted as f >llows ; 

1. The Governor of Bombay in Council may declare by Proclama- 
tion wliat I^'errics within any part of the territories subject to the 
PrRidency of Bombay shall bo deemed rublic Ferries, and at any time 
herealY(*r, by a like Proclamation, may establish new Fondes where they 
are needed, and Irom time to time, change the course of any Public 
Ferry, or (liscontiiiiie any Public Ferry that is doomed unnecessary, 

JI. Tolls according to sucdi rates as shall, from time to time, ba 
settled or approved by the Governor of Bombay in Council, shall be 
levied upon all passengers, carts, carriages, cattle and other animals, 
and on all goods and merchandize curried over any Public Ferry. 

III. jS o Tolls shall be leviable from any body ofJ6oldiery on their 
march. 

IV. Boats shall be provided, under the authority of the Governor of 
Bombay in Council, for each Public Ferry, and Tiiidals, Boatmen, and 
other persons shall be appointed for their due navigation. 

V. At every Public Ferry-station a Toll-keeper shall be appointed, 
with a sufficient establishment, whose duty it shall bo to take tne lawful 
tolls. 

VI. A Table of Tolls, written or printed in the English and Native 
Languages, shall bo hung up in some conspicuous place at every Ferry- 
station, so as to be easily read by all persons crossing the Ferry. 

. VJl. , Every Toll-keeper, who shall neglect to hang up, and keep in 
good order and repair such Table of Tolls, or who shall wilfully remove, 
alter, or deface the same, or allow it to become illegible, shall be liable 
to a i>enalty not exceeding Ten Rupees. 
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VUI. Every Toll-keeper, who shall ask or take any Toll other than 
is allowed by the Table of Tolls, or who shall wilfully delay any passen-^ 
ger, cart, carriage, animal, or goods, shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding Fifty Rupees. 

IX. Every person crossing at any such Public Ferry, who shall re- 
fuse to pay the Toll, or who, with intent of avoiding payment thereof, 
shall fraudulently or forcibly pass l»y or through any Toll-station 
without i>aying the Toll, or who shall obstruct any Toll-keeper or any 
of his Assistants in any way, in the execution of their duty under this 
Act, and also every person who shall maliciously damage any Toll-bar, 
Boat, or any other thing empioyed in or about any 1 ublic Ferry, or 
who shall maliciously nMiiove, aiier, destroy, or d}im»g(^ any Table of 
Tolls hungup as hereinbelbre directed, shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding Filty Rupees, over and above the value of the damage which 
he has done. 

X. All Public Ferry-boats shall be numbered and registered as the 
Governor of Bombay in Council shall direct, and the names of all Tin- 
dais, or persons placed in charge tliereof^ and otall Toll-keepers, shall 
likewise be so registered. 

XI. The Magistrate of every Zillali in which there shall be a Public 
Ferry, and any Magistrate of Police of Bombay, wliom the Governor 
of Bombay in Iktuncil may apjmint for such purpose, within their r(‘s- 
pective jurisdictions, shall make rules, subject to confirmation by the 
Governor in Council, lixirig the number of passengers, carts, carnugea, 
and animals, and the quuntily of goods that may b(5 carri<»(l in any public 
Ferryboat at one trip, and for the safe and con\oniont carriage* of ]>as- 
sengers and property, and for keeping the Ferry-boats in good order, 
and oiherwis(5 Jbr the due discliargo of their duty by all TindoLs, Toll- 
keepers, and other per^ons emplo'yed at any 1 ublic Ferry, and any 
Tindal, Toll-Keeper, or other j^erson infringing or disobeying any such 
Rule, shall be liable to make good any loss or dumagtJ which shall have 
been caused thereby, A\liicli may be sunnnaiily ascertained by any 
]\lagi>trate within whose jurisdiction the ollence was (;ominit(*d, and the 
amount thereof may be recovered as any^ penalty under ihLs Act may be 
recovfu'cd. 

XII. The Governor of Bombay in Council may lease any Public 
Ferry, by public auctioti or j)iivate contract, from year to year, or any 
longer period not exceeding se\(*n years, on suth conditions as he deems 
advisable, in Which case a contract, setting forth the conditions on 
which the Ferry is to ho held, shall be executed by the eontractor or 
farmer, and security shall by him be given for its due fulfilment. 

XIII. The F(‘rry-boat at any^ I’ublio Ferry which shall be (*stablish- 
ed between the Island of Bombay and the mam land, and adjacent 
Islands, shall cross each way at least once daily,* unless hindered by 
stress of weather or other nnovoulable accident. • 

XIV. Every person who, w ithout the special License of the Gover- 
nor of Bombay in Council, shall convey for hire any passenger, animal, 
cart, carriage, or goods, from any part of the Islands of Bombay and 
Colaba across the Harbour of Bombay to the main land, or to any of 
the adjacent Islands, shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding Five 
Hundred Rupees : but this penalty shall not apply to the carriage tor 
hire of passengers, animals, carts, carriages, and goods from one part of 
the Islands of Bombay and Colaba to another part of either of the said 
Islands ; nor to any person specially hiring any boat for the carriage of 
himself and family, or friends, with their goods and servants, across the 
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Ihirbour of Bombay to the main land, or any of the adjoining Islands ; 
nor to the i^rson letting any boat to hire for such purpose. 

XV, Every person who shall convey for hire any passenger, animal, 
cart, carriage, or goods, across any other arm of the sea, creek, or river 
within the said Presidency, to any point or place on the opposite bank 
or coast, within a distance of three miles on either side above or below 
nny Public Ferry, without the special License of a Magistrate of the 
Zillab or Town in which the Ferry is situated, shall be liable to a penal- 
ty not exceeding Five Hundred Rupees. 

XVI. All offence.s against this Act shall bo summarily heard and 
determined by the Magistrate of the Zillah, within the limits of Vhich 
the same shall have been committed, and if within the limits of the juris- 
diction of the Supreme Court of Bombay, by any Magistrate of l^lice 
of Bombay. All penalties shall be recovered in the manner directed 
for the recovery of the fines specified in Clauses 1, 2, and 3, Section 
XIV. Regulation XIX. 1827, of the Bombay Code. 

XVIf. All Tolls payable on account of any Public Ferry, and all 
rent payable on account of such of them as are farmed, and all penal- 
ties for otfences against this Act, .shall form a general Fund, w^bich shall 
be applied, in the first instance, toward the expenses necessary for 
keeping up all the Ferries throughout the l^residency of Jtombiiy, and 
the residue, if any, shall be applied, under the directions of the Gover- 
nor of Bombay in ('ouncil, in the improvement of the public roads, 
ways, and thoroughfares, leading to and from any of the said Ferries. 

XVII I. The Governor of Bombay in Council may aj>poiiit such 
Officers and other jiersons as shall be necessary for carrying this Act 
into execution, with such salario.s as the Governor General of India in 
Council shall ap[)rovc, to be paid out of the Fund produced by the 
Tolls and Fines as provided by this Act, and the Governor of Hombay 
in Council may from time to time, delegate any of the po\|iers conferred 
on him by this Act to any Magistrate or other person, as he thinks fit. 


Act No. XXXVI. op 1850. 

To amend the 113M Article of War for the Native Army, 

\j^th October 1850] 

■Whereas it is expedient that Native Soldiers, when imprisoned, should 
be treated as European >oJdier.s are in the like case, as respects sub- 
eistence and eJorhiug, It is enacted as follows : 

I. From and after the first day of Uec«unber 1850, so much of the 
113th Article of War tor the government of the Native Officers and 
Soldiers in the Military Service of the East India Company as provides 
for the forfeiture of allowances, and the subsistence of such Officers 
and Soldiers, when in imprisonment, under the sentence of any Court 
Martial, or of any Court of Criminal Judicature, is repealed. 

II. From and after the said first day of December 1850, no Native 
Officer, or Soldier, or Public Follower in the Military Service of the 
East Ij^ia. Cami)aiiy shall be entitled to pay or allowances when im- 
ip^isoiiiviS hnder the sentence of a Court Martial, or a commuted sen- 

or und^ the sentence of a Court of CripoinalJudicature ; but shall 
w eWthed and subsisted at such rates, or in such manner, as the Gover- 
) General of India in Council may ^om time to time order* 
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Act No. XXXVIL op 1860. 

For regulating Enqumes into the hehavibur of PuhlUs Servants. 

[Is^ November 1850.] 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the law for regulating inquiries into 
the behaviour of public servants not removable without tne sanction of 
Government, and to make the same uniform throughout the territories 
under the Government of the East India Company, It is enacted as 
follows : 

I. Jhe following Acts VI. 1838, XXVI. 1839, and XIII. 1843 are 
repealed, but not so as to reviv e any Act or Regulation, or part of any 
Actor Regulation thereby repealed. 

II. Whenever the Government shall be of opinion that there are 
good grounds for making a formal and public inquiry into the truth of 
any imputation of misbehaviour by any person in the service of the 
East India Company not removable from his Office without the sanc- 
tion of the same Government, it shall cause the substance of the impu- 
tations to be drawn into distinct Articles of Charge, and shall order 
a formal and public inquiry to be made into the truth thereof. 

III. The inquiry may be committed either to the Court, Board or 
other authority to which the person accused is subordinate, or to any 
other person or persons, to be specially appointed by the *Govemment, 
Commissioners for the purpose : notice of which commission shall be 
given to the person accused ten days at least before the beginning of the 
inquiry. 

IV. When the Government shall think fit to conduct the prosecu- 
tion, it shall nominate some person to conduct the same on its behalf. 

V. When the charge shall be brought by an accuser, the Govern- 
ment shall require the accusation to reduced to writing, and veri- 
fied by the oath or solemn affirmation of the accused, and every 
person who shall wilfully and maliciously make any false accusation 
under this Act, upon such oath or affirmation, shall be liable to the 
penalties of perjury ; but this enactment shall not be construed to 
prevent the Government from instituting any inquiry which it shall 
think fit, without such accusation on oath or solemn affirmation as 
aforesaid . 

VI. Where the imputations shall have been made by an accuser, 
and the Government shall think fit to leave to him the conduct of the 
prosecution, the Government before appointing the Commission shall 
require him to furnish reasonable security that he will attend and 
prosecute the charge thoroilghly and effectually, and also will bo forth- 
coming to answer any counter-charge or action which may be after- 
wards brought against him for malicious prosecution or perjury or 
subornation of perjury, as the case may be. 

VII. At any subsequent stage of the proceedings, the Government 
may, ifit think fit, abandon the prosecution, and in such case may, if 
it think fit, on the application of the accuser, allow him to continue the 
prosecution, if he is desirous of so doing, on his furnishing such security 
as is hereinbefore mentioned. 

VII I. The Commissioners shall have the same power of punishing 
contempts and obstructions to their proceedings, as is given to Civu 
and Criminal Courts by Act XXX. 1841, and shall have the same 
powers for the summons of witnesses, and for compelling the produc- 
tion of documents, and for the discharge of their duty under the Com- 
mission, and shall be entitled to the same protection as the Zilluh and 
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City Judges, except that aU process to cause the attendance of witnesses, 
or other compulsory process, shall be servedJJbrough and executed by 
the Zillah or City Judge in whose jurisdiction the witness or other 
person resides, on whom the process is to be served, and if he resides 
within Calcutta, Madras or Bombay, then through the Supreme Court 
of Judicature there. When the Commission has been issued to a Court, 
or other person or persons having power to issue such process in the 
exercise of their ordinary authority, they may also use all such power 
for the purposes of the Commission. 

IX. All persons disobeying any lawful process issued as afpresaid 
for the purposes of the Commission shall be liable to the same penalties, 
as if the same had issued originally from the Court or other authority 
through whom it is executed. 

X. A copy of the Articles of Charge, and list of the documents and 
witnesses by which each charge is to be sustained shall be delivered to 
the person accused, at least three days before the beginning of the in- 
quiry, exclusive of the day of delivery, and the first day of the inquiry. 

XI. At the beginning of the inquiry, the prosecutor shall exhibit 
the Articles of Charge to the Commissioners, which shall be openly read, 
and the person accused shall thereupon be required to plead * guilty’ or 

not guilty’ to each of them, which pleas shall be forthwith recorded 
with the Artusles of Charge. If the person accused refuses, or without 
reasonable cause neglects to appear to answer the charge either personal- 
ly or by his Counsel or Agent, ho shall be taken to admit the truth of 
ithe Articles of Charge. 

XIL The prosecutor shall then be entitled to address the Commis- 
sioners in explanation of the Articles of Charge, and of the evidence by 
which they are to bo proved : his address shall not be recorded. 

XIII, The oral and documentary evidence for the prosecution shall 
then be exhibited : the witnesses shall be examined by or on behalf of 
the prosecutor, and may be cross-examined by or on behalf of the 
person accused. The prosecutor shall be entitled to re-examine the 
witnesses on any points on which they have been cross-examined, but 
not on any new matter, without leave of the Commissioners, who also 
may put such questions as they think fit. 

aIV. If it shall appear necessary before the close of the case for the 
prosecution, tlie Commissioners may in their discretion allow the pro- 
secutor to exhibit evidence not included in the list given to the person 
accused, or may themselves call for new evidence, and in such case the 
person accused shall be entitled to have, if he demand it, an adjourn- 
ment of the proceedings for three clear days, before the exhibition of 
such new evidence exdusive of the day of adjournment and of the day 
to which the proceedings are adjourned. 

XV. When the case for the prosecution is closed, the person accused 
shall be required to make his defence, orally or in writing, as he shall 
prefer. If made orally, it shall not be recorded ; if made in writing, it 
ehalli be recorded, after being openly read, and in that case a copy shall 
l^given at the same time to the prosecutor. 

XVt* tW evidence for the defence shall then be exhibited, and the 
witnesses examined, who shall be liable to cross-examination and re- 
examination apd to examination by the Commissioners according to the 
like rules as the witnesses for the prosecution. 

XYU. All witnesses, either for the prosecution or defence, shall be 
f^xamined on oath, or, if exempt from taking an oath in Courts of Jus- 
on ioleinu affirmation, tone administered in either case by one of 
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the CommissionoM, and eve^ witness so eramihed and wilfully giving 
false evidence on any material point shall be deemed guilty of and liable 
to the penalties of perjury. When the prosecution is not conducted on 
behalf of Government, the prosecutor may himself give evidence for the 
prosecution and may be examined for the defence. 

XVI 11. The Commissioners or some person appointed by them 
shall take notes in English of all the oral evidence, which shall be read 
aloud to each witness by whom the same was given, and if necessary ex- 
plained to him in the language in which it was given, and shall be re- 
corded with the proceedings. 

XIX. If the person accusea makes only an oral defence, and exhibits 
no evidence, the enquiry shall end with his defence ; if he records a 
written defence, or exhibits evidence, the prosecutor shall be entitled to 
a general oral reply on the whole case, and may also exhibit evidence 
to contradict any evidence exhibited for tlie defence, in which case the 
person accused shall not be entitled to any adjournment of the proceed- 
ings, although such new evidence were not included in. the list furnish- 
ed to him. 

XX. When the Commissioners shall be of opinion that tho Articles 
of Charge, or any of them, are not drawn with sufficient clearness and 
precision, the Commissioners may, in their discretion, require the same 
to be amended, and may thereupon, on the application of the person 
accused, adjourn the inquiry for a reasonable time. The Commission- 
ers may also, if they think fit, adjourn the inquiry from time to time, 
on the application of either the prosecutor or the person accused, on 
the ground of the sickness or unavoidable absence of any witness or 
other reasonable cause. When such application is made and refused, 
the Commissioners shall record the application, and their reasons for 
refusing to comply with it. 

XXI. After the close of the inquiry, the Commissioners shall forth- 
with report to Government their proceedings uiuler the Commission, 
and shall send with the record thereof their opinion upon each of the 
Articles of Charge separately, with such observations as they think fit 
on the whole case. 

XXII. Tlie Government, on consideration of the report of the Com- 
missioners, may order them to take further evidence, or give further 
explanation of their opinions. It may also order additional Articles of 
Charge to be framed, in which case the inquiry into the truth of such 
additional Articles shall be made in the same manner as is herein 
directed with respect to the original charges. When Special Commis- 
sioners have been appointed, the Government may also, if it thinks fit, 
refer the report of the Commissioners to the Court or other authority 
to which the person accused is subordinate, for their opinion on the case ; 
and will finally jmsssuch orders thereon as appear just and consistent 
with its powers in such cases. 

XXIII. The word ‘ Government^ as used in this Act means the 
Governor General in Council, the Governor or Deputy Governor of the 
Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, tho Governor in Council of the 
Presidencies of F^ort St. George and Bombay, respectively, and the 
Lieutenant Governor of the North-Western Provinces of Bengal, whose 
sanction is necessary for the removal of the person accused.

Act No. XXXVIII. of iffeo. 

To allow Counsel to all persons on the trial of Offences, 

[l5^ November 1850.] 

Whereas an Act of Parliament was passed in the seventh year of the 
reign of His late Majesty for enabling persons indicted of felony to 
make their defence by Counsel or Attorney, the provisions of which 
Act were enlarged and extended to Her Majesty^s Courts of Justice in 
the Territories under the Government of the East India Company by 
Act XXII. 1839, and whereas it is just and reasonable that the like 
privilege be given to all persons on the trial of offences against the law, 
It is enacted as follows : 

I. In all Courts and before all Magistrates, or persons exercising 
any of the powers of a Magistrate, under the authority of the East 
India Company, every person on trial for the commission of any offence 
shall be admitted to defend himself* either personally or by his authorized 
agent, and, after the close of the case for the prosecution, to make full 
answer and defence thereto either personally or by his authorized agent. 

II. The said Courts, Magistrates and persons, subject to such rules 
as shall be from time to time made for their guidance by the Nizamut 
or Fouzdarree Adawlut, may allow any prosecution to be conducted by 
unauthorized agent. 

III. In those Courts in which any person now has by law the 
right of employing whomsoever he can employ as Counsel or Pleader, 
nothing in this Act shall be deemed to restrict that right : in all other 
cases those persons only shall be deemed authorised agents within the 
meaning of this Act who are either Advocates of one of the Supreme 
Courts of Justice established by Royal Charter, or authorized Pleaders 
of the Civil Courts of the East India Company, or, by leave of the 
Court, Magistrate or other person before whom the prisoner is on trial, 
any other person who is employed by the prosecutor or prisoner as his 
agent. 

This Act shall not be deemed to dispense with the presence of 
any prosecutor or person on trial for the commission of any offence 
when the presence of such prosecutor or accused person is now by law 
required.

The following rules for stamping letters have hecn submitted to the Go’- 
vernor- General of India in Council^ and being ajyproved^ are appended

1. All letters and packets ■whatever (save and except newspaper^ and 
ship and steam letters, hereafter sjiccially provided for) receiv< 3 (i at any 
Post Office in India for despatcli by post, whether free or post paid, or 
liable to postage as the case may be, are to be marked with the appro- 
priate stamp, bearing the name of such office of despatch ; and when 
side-stamps are not provided, when the date of the month and year fonns 
part of the stamp itself, the said date must be entered in writing across the 
middle of the face of the stamp, If the letter or packet received for des- 
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patch be post paid or bearing postage, the amount of postage so paid or 
due must be entered in writing on the face of the stamp, after the word 
“ paid,” or “ bearing,” as the case may be.* 

2. All letters and packets whatever received at any Post Office by 
post for delivery at such office are in like manner to be stamped with the 
appropriate office stamp, and marked with the date of the month and 
year ; but the amount of postage paid or clue is not to be entered on the 
stamp of delivery, as the stamp of (les])atch regulat(‘S the levy of postage. 

Jh The stani]) li)r all service, seddiers’ or other free letters or packets, . 
is an oval, 1 J inch long by 1 inch wide, Ix'aring the name of the office, 
and the w'ord ‘‘ free',” ami must be stamped red, 

4. The stamp for all h'tters or ])a(‘kct.s on which postage has been 
paid, is an oblong, H inc'ii long by 1 mcli wide*, bearing the name of the 
office, and the woi'd “ paid,” and must also he stamped red. 

5. Tlu‘ stamp for all letters or packets, on wJiieh a postage has not 
been jiaid in advance, is an oblong, H inch long by 1 inch wn’de, bearing 
the name of th(‘otliee, and the word ‘‘bearing,” and mnstbestam])ed black. 

(). Forward lett(n'S or packets, i. c., tliosc v\ hieh follow a j)arty ad- 
dressed from station to station, arc to be sta,m])ed at each offi(;e of fresh 
th'hpatch, and marked with the additional postage due on such fresh des- 
patch. 

7. When a h'ttcr exceeds in Avcight a single tola, its weight, double, 
lrcbh‘, ^tc., must be (Mitered in writing on the face thereof; andonbanghy 
parcels the exact weight must in all casc*.^ be (Mitered in writing on the same. 

8. All sen iec’, soldiers’ or other free letters or jiaekets, received 
from seaward, at any (ieneral Post Office, are to be stamped with the 
ship letters free staiii]). 'i'liis stain]) is circular, inch in dianu‘ter, 
bearing tin* name of the (Ieneral Post Office, tlu' dale of the month ami 
year, and the wonls “ shi])?<’ letUM's, free*,” and must lie stamped red.
